iF THE first part of this twelfth lecture, 
I merely mentioned the Parsifal lessons for 
the native, referring, of course, to the Mu- 
sic-Drama of Wagner, a Leo master. 

In acceptance of spiritual uplift, as em- 
bodied within Parsifal, one admits the 
grave simplicity, the majestic power which 
permeates the entire story. The universal 
symbolism of the Aquarian sign, finds a 
perfect value here, particularly enlighten- 
ing that first key-note, which is compas- 
sionate love. 

Whatever else Parsifal may seek to con- 
vey, it is apparent that Purity, and also 
Evil are placed before us in attractive 
forms, so we must analyze each to the 
point where Suffering Humanity may mean 
more to us than some abstract condition. 
Let me lay aside formal speech here, to 
drive home that first key-note in its every- 
day meaning, love which has become com- 
passion must not entertain idle pity for 
those who need help. Do not be proud of 
your Aquarian position, it can work for 
evil unless each native meets these divine 
opportunities with the open hand of kindly 
service—don’t close your hands, some one 
needs you! 

Opposite your great Aquarian place, 
stands Leo, who must spiritually realize 
that his majestic attributes are to be ex- 
alted and ennobled to their most regal 
utterance—for what esoteric reason? Re- 
fer to the first part of this lecture and 
you will learn that the ideal for the sub- 
lime Water-bearer is found within the Leo 
symbol, 

This brings us to Parsifal again: as to 
the drama, it concerns Humanity from 
earliest “daybreak, when the arrow of 
dawn, awakened life in all,” admitted to 
be one of the most mystical of all music- 
poetic contributions, understood, will im- 
part valuable inspiration for an aspirant 
to that final Aquarian triumph. 

Study, and then surrender to the effects 
within Parsifal, a Christed ideal, not fail- 
ing to know this; there is great power in 
Purity, a valiant force for altruism, lead- 
ing “my” student to attainment which can 
only come in radiance, when he is touched 
genuinely by the world’s woe, healing power 
will be revealed which heightens the beauty

Mankind is much more content with him- 
self, if he can keep from bothering about 
“the other fellow,” because just as soon as 
he begins to wonder if some one else is un- 
happy, and perhaps needs some help, just 
that soon has compassion come into his soul- 
consciousness, and before long there arrives 
on his spiritual horizon the second key-note 
for Aquarius—Altruism! It is useless to 
avoid this advancement, just open your 
Leo-Aquarian eyes, and they will not close 
again, that Stranger Within has disturbed 
you, and you are on the Path which will 
lead to attainment. 

Man has been slowly evolving to the place 
where this feeling which can be softly called 
compassion, developed. We often think that 
this world fails in much now, but the influ- 
ence of the Aquarian Age is upon us. We, 
and I mean mankind as a whole, have been 
led from a condition where there was no 
feeling of tenderness save for one’s own 
interests, to the instilling of fear which 
forced obedience. 

What did the Higher Ones do for us 
then? We were required to make a sacrifice 
of possessions, until finally mercy was 
sought for ourselves and slowly, so pitifully 
slow was the progress, came compassion for 
others. Do you recall the R.U.R. play, 
where the mechanical man did all demanded 
of him, until concern for another entered 
in, then a soul was born! Aquarian philos- 
ophy began ages ago, and by tedious stum- 
blings have we arrived here, but there is no 
Pause, when a Day of Manifestation is fin- 
ished, the Word sets all in motion again. 

There is an “Eternal Recurrence” ever 
upward, which has perfection as its goal. 
There is joy and gladness and exultation 
in the lives of all who accept the challenge, 
because so much is to be done about it, the 
idle person is the unhappy one. 

This inner self, this Stranger Within, will 
persistently disturb you until each native 
admits a cosmic need; from various sources, 
My message comes to you by way of “my” 
masters, that uplift and gentle enlighten- 
ment may hasten this soul process. There 
are many forms of help, much comes from 
this union of religion, art and science, in 
the jast named perhaps I may safely place 
she cosmic consequence of color effects, 
which added to your masters from the Arts, 
id broaden each native’s vision. 
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Apply consistently each fundamental 
need, disclosed by your sign values, that the 
state of mind may attain higher under- 
standing, making it easier to gain Wisdom. 
The Aquarian significance was needed for 
the closing of the masters-circle, but that 
does not remove the importance of each 
sign. 

The music effects should be regarded as 
of great importance, but please do not 
shudder at popular music, until you are 
real certain that this shudder of yours is 
sincere and not superficial—any more than 
one should pass over great compositions 
with an ignoring of that which may contain 
great values. 

The rise and fall of the wind, the waves, 
the rhythm in all nature, in human voices 
must mean joy to you, until finally a rich 
heritage becomes yours; a golden bridle is 
placed within your hands; take it, go to 
the Winged Horse of inspiration and plac- 
ing it upon him you will be privileged 
to mount and over all Fear may you ride, 
feeling the richness of a Parsifal-like com- 
passion for others, as you approach the 
Aquarian Wisdom. 

There enters into this Aquarian sign the 
need for philosophy; the initial understand- 
ing can be found in the type of music, which 
is known as tone-poems, or symphonic 
music. 

I shall place a few titles before you and 
then we shall go into the Aquarian philoso- 
phy: Death and Transfiguration, The Ideal. 
Also spake Zarathustra, we shall have 
others, but here is your music-philosophy, 
or philosophical-music, which ever you 
will! 

Remember this as you assume your 
Aquarian Age duties, that philosophy is the 
pursuit of Wisdom; that Wisdom comes 
after understanding; that Wisdom is gained 
by living, at the same time thinking deeply, 
joyfully, about this living which one is do- 
ing every day. 

I must dwell upon this everyday living, 
accenting the word joyful. Don’t mope, keep 
the head up, do not allow anything alien 
to enter into the concerns of your ex- 
istence. The native will be fortified by 
his splendid Aquarian characteristics, grad- 
ually attaining persistence and the spiri- 
tual ability to extract the essence from each 
unfolding that a soul-garment may be 
“earned.” 

For fear that my listeners and readers 
feel that too much is required now, I must 
hastily add to the above that color effects, 
esoteric meanings in gifts from “my” mas- 
ters, all contribute to making this pursuit 
for Wisdom more tranquil. 

The Symphonic poem, which is given to 
you in music form, has for its base, phi- 


losophy; now note this: meditating upon 
a subject, philosophically, will extract un- 
derstanding and then the native’s duty is 
this, do not be blinded by this thought ful- 
fillment, idly turning to another meditative 
indulgence; this state of mind is supernally 
good for you, make it yours! 

Think the thoughts of “my” masters, 
study the philosophy within, not adopting 
their individual conclusions, but acquiring 
their deftness peculiarly fitted to certain 
signs. 

Aquarius will advance through the under. 
standing of his key-notes, love changing, or 
rather becoming glorified into compassion, 
as a Symphonic poem is really a theme 
exaltation partaking somewhat of fine dra- 
matic necessity, but I have led you through 
twelve lessons, and this should be easily 
accepted. 

Esoteric Astrology has nothing to do with 
so-called delineations; that understanding 
would mistake the divinity of the message. 
We deal now with concrete things, less and 
less. Perhaps I should state it this way, 
we are arriving at an understanding which 
surrounds the material existence with a 
new radiance! 

“My” masters have been proven capable 
and qualified to minister to each native’s 
needs, visual from the masters who give 
color, audible from the ones who give in 
word-rhythm, but in music comes the more 
subtle, intricate task to be performed by 
each aspirant. 

Music offers to convey a message, an 
idea, in such form as to arouse the desires 
(emotions), to the place where the native 
is in a state of mind to feel as the master 
felt, but he (the native) must balance him- 
self emotionally and mentally.enough to ap- 
ply these esoteric values to his own prob- 
lems, which are best understood by himself. 

When you realize that you have definitely 
stepped out upon the Way, music will have 
aroused within you a spiritual sense of 
beauty—with all around you beautiful will 
you walk! Your messages from the mas 
ters must (not may) cause you to exult; 
this feeling opens for you greater visions, 
of which you perhaps now are unaware. 

Love (compassion), altruism, attainment 
has discarded all chance for selfishness—is 
this hazardous? Divinely so, yes, but keep 
your spiritual poise—perhaps you feel cer- 
tain there is something quite distorted with 
the “other person”; help him a bit, in the 
meantime remembering that he thinks the 
same of you! 

The Aquarian key-notes may be a hazard, 
but the native’s duty is there, and a duty 
is a duty, and not a preference; there is n0 
release for you—so long as the spiritual 
horizon lasts, the Way lies before you. 
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It is such a happy journey, too, with 
music and poetry and great pictures ready 
for uplifting values, with the privilege of 
finding philosophy contained within each 
message. There are tonal effects which 
produce colors, warmth, unspeakable poetic 
qualities all to be felt, sensed, as it were, 
from tone-poems and symphonic music 
gifts. 

There are such flights of true and pure 
allegory in the Death and Transfiguration 
symphonic poem, that suggest depths and 
heights of spiritual impressions, impres- 
sions which seem quite beyond that which 
may be called visible. But The Aquarian 
must have hope, faith, unwavering in the 
Plan which reaches to that “far-off divine 
event, towards which all creation moves,” 
the Aquarian attainment; firm faith in 
these lofty key-notes for him, which have 
the power to lift him above secondary dis- 
turbances. 

By the aid of his masters, their Higher 
Language, he will be enabled to inspire 
others with that compassion in which he 
now constantly must dwell. One does not 
arrive at the understanding which leads to 
Wisdom, through an analytic study of the 
masters’ gifts, but rather by the acquire- 
ment of spiritual intuition, which is spon- 
taneous; feeling it to be this way or that 
way, delicately perceiving, as Wisdom is 
gained. 

This surrendering to the highest impres- 
sions is not only because of the gifts from 
“my” masters being merely “Art” but an 
art which transcends and is above all so- 
called Art. Masters are deathless and 
timeless—their effects mean divine har- 
mony, divine harmony means compassionate 
love, and compassionate love means God. 

The tone or symphonic poem arranged 
for my listeners and made use of by 
Strauss, Sibelius, and others, suggests 
mysteries; in my first chapter I told you 
this, that life is permeated by tremendous 
mysteries: the mystery of beauty, the 
mystery of time, the mystery of space; the 
finding of beauty will bring one into that 
great kingdom where Truth abides, where 
it is made clear that true beauty is a rec- 
ord of life’s glory, that beauty is created 
for the working out of a great Plan, which 
has for its ideal the perfection of the hu- 
man race. 

I also told you that for the one who dis- 
covers the true meaning of these three 
mysteries will come this revelation, that 
these esoteric lessons are merely a disclosing 
of God in human terms; trials will come 
to us to be overcome, that discordant con- 
ditions may be conquered before beauty is 
won; that time is granted us that we con- 
summate that gracious Plan; that space 


contains the record of the immensity of 
the Plan. 

Within one of the twelve signs is each 
person placed, we have gone around that 
amazing Circle, finding key-notes which de- 
picted the fundamental characteristics for 
an individual. By accepting “my” masters 
for uplift, for inspiration, students have 
found that there is harmony for each one, 
concealed but merely awaiting approval— 
a desire to understand, then revelation 
comes, 

Beginning with Sagittarius, symbol with 
the drawn bow, my warning that it must 
be drawn with full strength for complete 
spiritual gratification, we have come to 
Aquarius, the Water-bearer, who must so 
illumine his life that freely he pours out 
his All for humanity, touching in this act 
the clasped hands of a universal Brother- 
hood. 

Philosophy enters into the life of each 
native but with the sublime assurance of 
its innate worth for not only the Aquarian 
native, but to prepare each one for the 
Aquarian Age. 

When you approach an understanding of 
the tone or symphonic poem, the magic of 
the titles employed will fascinate. Thus 
Spake Zarathustra, based definitely upon 
the search for Wisdom. To aid you in this 
first approach recall that you are receiving 
here, Truth, from a cycle from which the 
Buddhist and Christed ideals emanated. 

Your impressions will come faintly from 
this symbolic way of uniting the philosophy 
with music, a momentous combination, the 
mental and the emotional joined. There is 
another alliance to be recognized, the tonal 
message brings the student to the realiza- 
tion of color values. I have mentioned 
colors here and there, merely to make you 
familiar with the thought, so that healing 
or uplift from certain developments would 
not be offered too suddenly. 

This is so intertwined, the poetry gives 
inspiration from word-paintings which re- 
veal color effects; music expresses itself 
from just such desires; philosophy works 
upon altruism. The Aquarian has his latent 
power shown him by his key-notes, compas- 
sionate love, altruism before attainment. 

Usually one expects from music, poetry, 
paintings a soothing effect, a spiritual 
opiate, but not here with my Aquarian who 
must fill himself with activities; there will 
be almost appalling passages in the sym- 
phonic forms, strange and new-age curves 
shaking the native out of his complacency. 

To attain to the Aquarian ideal, you must 
expect troublings which will partake of 
swift moving events, swooping upon you 
ready to aid in spiritual flights if you lend 
your love to the required compassion. 
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We find our required acceptance of phi- 
losophy, that steadies us, gives us divine 
poise, because. we learn that music can 
be spanning from a past cycle to the readi- 
ness for the superman. 

We, the human race, have gone far in 
this Day, along the Way, the Higher Ones 
placed messengers for us, some have ac- 
cepted their values, many have not. I 
often have said of many masters, that they 
perhaps scarcely realized that they were 
channels for spiritual aid, but placed within 
each one was that irresistible urge to give 
to a world, regardless of the obstacles. 

From each master comes a definite gift, 
suitable for some, while other natives were 
not, as yet, prepared to receive that mes- 
sage. The Aquarian Age holds before hu- 
manity the ideal of a superman, an attain- 
ment which is realizable. Within this union 
of tone and philosophy can be found intel- 
lectual radiance, superbly terrible charm, to 
which the native must lift his gaze; faster, 
more vehement, breathing a highly rarified 
air which reaches in symbolism, expressive 
of actual consummation, to the Universal 
Brotherhood, as shown in the sign of 
Aquarius. 

There is splendor in this ideal, un- 
adorned, save with white and yellow dra- 
pery, which will shine through the three 
key-notes of each sign, the perfection of 
purity, understanding and Wisdom. Each 
sign must contribute to the fulfillment of 
the Aquarian ideal, service from one to the 
other, preparing for the full significance 
of the clasped hands upon which the Aqua- 
rian pours the living waters. 

There is no study so teeming with 
spiritual significance as this one, called 
esoteric astrology; many students tell me 
they read and re-read these lectures, which 
is as I want it to be, so much could I ex- 
plain but that would be of no value to one 
who is seeking! 

You will learn that traveling on the Way 
really follows a Plan, things do not happen 
without a cause, nothing comes just by 
chance; even in such advanced impressions 
as can be obtained from the symbolism 
of Uranus is one convinced of the impor- 
tance of preparing for an Aquarian Age. 

When I give you spiritual meanings from 
your sign, ever keep firmly in your mind 
that we are dealing with something in- 
tangible; to be a student of occult (invisi- 
ble) influences precludes secondary and 
non-essentials. The advanced spiritual life 
is of stately simplicity, the native may be 
possessed of that which we call wordly 
wealth, but that does not mean he is barred 
from the Path; nor does any special priv- 
ilege come for one who lacks. 

All existence on this planet is one; the 


Aquarian Age is for the purpose of uni- 
versal Brotherhood; each native must seek 
to successfully live in the highest expres- 
sion; seeking for himself, and for the other 
person, too; each one earnestly trying to 
assist some one else to become a crusader 
for Wisdom. 

Sometimes I hesitate to bring the sub- 
ject of service into the lessons for students, 
hoping perhaps that each will make the dis- 
covery of its importance himself; each na- 
tive must know that I do not mean the do- 
ing of great service, necessarily; the tiniest 
deed noticed by no one may result in bring- 
ing a vision to the one served! Not your- 
self, but the other persons; forget 
yourself! 

The Aquarian tendency is to the encour- 
agement and acceptance that all Rays of 
Light (spiritual) are manifestations of one 
Reality, sent out in degrees of intensity fit- 
ting for each native development, ultimately 
leading to Wisdom. That each native has 
certain distinguishing key-notes by means 
of which he approaches an uplift good for 
him, also that the cosmic significance of 
varying color effects mean differing rates 
of values, according to his “ruler,” sug- 
gests the truth that there must be many 
different avenues of approach. 

Perhaps, also, when a person first en- 
counters the study of esoteric astrology he 
feels a spiritual shock, it seems first to he 
something explaining away religion; on the 
contrary this study and application goes 
deeply into interpreting and accounting for 
all existence, enlightening the student con- 
cerning the many experiences which he 
(mankind) must encounter on the Way of 
evolution. 

We must remember that first comes un- 
derstanding, then gradually Wisdom is 
gained. The unraveling of these esoteric 
lessons as given in the twelve signs brings 
astonishment indeed! That which is known 
as civilization must be reckoned with and 
considered precious, not because of the 
power gained through ages of development, 
but because of its higher expressions, which 
glow with the love for humanity. 

The Aquarian has the sublime duty of 
knowing man’s worth, lending aid to the 
fulfillment of the highest influences from 
the Age which is heralding its approach. 
There will be no contradictions when the 
key-notes of each sign are accepted and 
merged into the Aquarian one-ness. 

For this sign we have Uranus, possessed 
with great intensity of declaration, but 
after knowing its symbolism, one realizes 
the extreme Wisdom from Higher Influences 
in placing the restraint of a Saturn C0- 
ruler upon him. True, when the native 
arrives at the higher octave enlightenment, 
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this Saturn check may be removed, but com- 
plete response to every spiritual effect must 
be perfected before that Glad Day comes! 

The tone or symphonic music is consistent 
with the key-note needs as presented for 
you of the sign; go to Scorpio for the 
Beethoven master who placed the beginnings 
of a philosophy of music (of, not in) in 
his Sixth, which gave “thought” a place 
beside the emotional value to be gained 
from music. To help you further, accept 
the Coriolanus Overture as attempting the 
same; this does not mean that Beethoven 
was doing something which he did not un- 
derstand fully. I mean by “attempting” 
that he was the pioneer who was sent to 
blaze a ‘trail, the others followed with de- 
veloped messages. 

Within your masters of this “form” will 
be. discoverable themes from philosophy 
which will lead you into contemplative ex- 
periences, in the Aquarian ability to extend 
cne’s acceptance of emotional impressions 
and at the same time uniting with the 
mental. You see, the Aquarian is of a uni- 
versal and broad humanitarian sign, and 
must know beauty as both emotional and 
mental! 

Perhaps there seems much of the drama- 
tic in these master-gifts somewhat different 
from other lessons! Yes, but bigness does 
not mean that gentleness or fineness cannot 
enter in; the native of this sign is assisting 
in a great interpretation; the structure for 
him partakes of breadth, of exalted values. 

As each native accepts and then begins 
to realize that joy which only comes from 
such acceptance, there is a transcending of 
petty things, a spiritual manifestation of 
that divine energy whose joy lies in crea- 
tive life-work that life may advance to that 
far-off divine event. 

There are restraints, to be sure; scruti- 
nize your key-notes, then turn to all of the 
other sign key-notes, obligations for each 
native, but that is freedom, because you 
have before you a Plan, a Design from 
which you may build stately soul-mansions, 
or destroy. You have Free Will. 

You are not free if there is any hazy 
or indistinct Plan in your life; struggle up 
into the light, cease pity for yourself. Your 
soul-consciousness, that Stranger Within, is 
ceaseless in its efforts to create, to become 
united with each vehicle provided for ex- 
pression, 

Why is this soul urge so constant? Be- 
cause each native wants to express himself, 
and that brings me back to service, Will you 
help yourself to freedom by remembering 
another? You must give of yourself, if 
beauty of soul is desired. Love which has 
become compassion, altruism, finally grow- 
ng into attainment. 


This inner self of you, this presence of 
power, cannot exist on its “selfness,” it 
must have outside contacts; applying the 
understanding which it has gained from 
experiences to action, not for receiving bless- 
ings but for giving. 

Each native must accept his place and 
develop in a positive sense, remembering 
that there is a constant duty ever before 
him, finding it, and doing it not only brings 
satisfaction but advancement on the Way. 

Some seem “predestined” to accomplish 
a certain work, and we consider them as 
“higher.” They are merely those who have 
“earned” this privilege of being at the 
head of great undertakings; instruments, as 
it were. Other natives are born near the 
Light also, but a different tone; now this 
Light must be seen, and believed in, other- 
wise one can get so far from the Light that 
there is no belief in its existence. 

You have been my “students” for twelve 
visits, twelve and one, which is the ideal for 
illumination and makes the closing of this 
masters-circle of spiritual importance. 
Those who have sought me have given an 
opportunity for service incomparable in its 
effect, enlightening for me. 

I have reached that which is the Crest 
of the esoteric value, culminating in Aqua- 
rius. This sign overflowing with the need 
for realization in beauty, in service, in an 
approach to the cosmic Wisdom, has been 
sensed by many—each native accepting or 
questioning in his own individual manner. 
One attains peace and happiness in quiet- 
ness and spiritual contemplation away from 
turmoil until further responsibilities call, 
realizing beauty “in reality, where poets 
might dream; living where rivers beat a 
restless way through an endless forest, an 
eternal stillness—the majesty of the Aurora 
Borealis speaking beauty in reality: lift- 
ing one to the feet of the infinite” in 
spiritual anticipation this aspirant ad- 
vances! 

There comes to me a sense of universal 
comradeship, a prelude to greater visions 
for “my” students, each one definitely try- 
ing to respond to that creative urge; in- 
spiring themselves and others to renewed 
efforts for enlightenment, making thought- 
ful analysis of sign key-notes, giving more 
and more from their “earned” ability to 
others less fortunate. 

The design for you has been merely sug- 
gestive, nothing could be given in detail, 
no master could be presented in a particu- 
larized form; as when Virgo was given its 
place, assigned to such an exalted ideal as 
that called Immaculate, it seemed an over- 
whelming intention for the aspirant; Can- 
cer, symbolized by a closed door, ivy cov-

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The Month of May 
Psychologically Interpreted

7, month of May brings to a culmina- 
tion life’s attempts to reconcile the two 
basically opposite viewpoints symbolized by 
Saturn (individualism) and Neptune (col- 
lectivism), viewpoints which have been in 
spectacular opposition throughout March 
and in fact remain in more or less the same 
position for many months more. Previous 
attempts, while the Sun was in Capricorn, 
—especially January 6 to 8—are likely to 
be brought to greater fruition; however the 
fact that Saturn and Neptune come again 
to exact opposition in September and in 
January 1937 tends to indicate that the 
conflict is by no means over in May. It is 
a hard fought battle, an insistent confronta- 
tion. Nationally speaking, we of the United 
States are experiencing the full force of 
the opposition in relation to the new presi- 
dential elections. European countries may 
see the opposite gospels of State-worship 
and individual freedom challenging each 
other stubbornly. A conflict between a dic- 
tator and a communistic state is not un- 
likely; this may also refer to the struggle 
between Mussolini’s imperialism and the 
League of Nations. 

The mind and the emotional life of the 
individual are very much stirred by the 
issue during this month of May; but this 
stirring has decided creative potentialities. 
The full Moon of May 6 takes place on de- 
grees, in Taurus and Scorpio, which sym- 
bolize the possible solution of the above- 
mentioned issue. The Sun-degree shows the 
individual who has attained true individual 
selfhood giving to his community the very 
substance of his attainment, linking the in- 
visible spiritual community with the outer 
as yet unorganized crowd. The Moon-degree 
shows all the energies of the race (and of 
the racial self) coming to a glorious blos- 
soming in expectancy of the spiritual re- 
cundation. 

Thus an interchange of values. The in- 
dividual, having reached the super-individ- 
ual state, willingly offers all that he is to 
the race: and the race, after a long evolu- 
tionary process of refinement, at last pro- 
duces a fit vehicle for the incarnation of the 
true individual. This occurs, or may occur, 
within every personality. The winter 


months have been a long, cold, tedious pull; 
and the spring opened with the depressed 
reactions of a mind and a soul wearied in 
the conflict. But the latter half of April 
brought an expansive influence, a renewal 
of perspective and a sense of adjustment, 
As a result the creative forces should have 
begun to flow; at first awe-compelling, yet 
full of vibrant power. This followed the 
new Moon of April 21, the conjunction of 
Sun and Uranus April 25, the trine of Sun 
to Neptune on May 4—heralding the poten- 
tial (and for some, I daresay, very real) 
revelation of the great full Moon of May. 

On that day all those who can still sense 
the living reality of Gautama the Buddha, 
may partake of his wondrous attainment; 
for, as tradition has it, he who became the 
“Light of Asia,” the Enlightened and Com- 
passionate One, was born, then later 
achieved perfect consciousness and _ still 
later died on the day of the full Moon of 
May. And on that day, each year, his Cos- 
mic Presence still radiates blessings upon 
all who live, and struggle upon, his “Noble 
Path.” 

Astrologically speaking Buddha can be re- 
ferred to the planet Mercury, which in 
Indian tradition is named Budha, or the 
principle of wisdom (Budh) in positive op- 
eration. An interesting point for occultists 
or theosophists arises from the fact that 
the “Full Moon of May” may fall in Taurus- 
Scorpio or in Gemini-Sagittarius;—and also 
that there may be two Full Moons in May! 
Gemini is ruled by Mercury. Thus it might 
seem that a Full Moon occurring between 
Gemini and Sagittarius is more significant 
a symbol of the spiritual reality which 
we know humanly as Gautama, the Buddha. 
But this may not solve the matter alto 
gether. It is certain however that the 
Buddha was perhaps the first great Spi- 
ritual Teacher who laid such a stress upon 
Gemini-like intellectual processes. The 
Sixth Century B.C. indeed marked the birth 
of a new type of human development. Man 
was born then on the intellectual, that 18 
“mentally objective’ plane—whether m™ 
Judea or, perhaps even more, in the Greece 
of Pythagoras, Socrates and Plato.

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New Mansions for New Men

_.,. And now we turn to the last phase 
of the cycle of selfhood: the phase which 
seals the book of the past and which may 
open a greater book for the Soul to de- 
cipher . . . Or perhaps it will be the same 
old book once more to be read—because the 
Soul failed to grasp the meaning of the 
twelve chapters. This phase finds its posi- 
tive key-note in the word: transcendence. 
More precisely, it refers to the ecstatic 
union of the far and the near, of the uni- 
versal and the particular in the great sea 
of Spirit-born Light. It brings to the 
transfigured mind the Bliss, the pure Joy 
of the true mystic state. ; 

The personality who, after having 
reached achievement as a cell of an organic 
whole, had become “trans-formed” by the 
downflow of the Waters of Inspiration, 
finds itself now “beyond the pale” of mere 
cell-life. The cell enters the blood-stream 
—there to find in a mysterious manner 
its divine counterpart: and both swim now 
in utter bliss within the tides of this cosmic 
Blood which is Light, Ecstasy, Samadhi, 
Nirvana—Liberation from the need for 
being rooted in one particular place and 
being the product of a particular set of 
conditions. 

This is the transcendental life—which 
men so often misinterpret by calling it 
“formless” being. It is the life of the 
mystic Wanderers who move from place 
to place, linking races and continents by 
the subtle threads they weave by the magic 
of their mere presence. Of such men there 
has been none greater than Gautama, the 
Buddha—the great planetary prototype, for 
our humanity, of the transcendent life. 
His life is shown to us as a great mystery- 
ritual of overcoming. The perfect and 
tadiant fruition of a culture which glorified 
the most beautiful aspects of earth-life, the 
young Hindu prince, moved by compassion 
and by the need to solve the poignant 
enigma of suffering, left behind him all 
this perfection, social power and achieve- 
ments. He “transformed” himself into a 
Wandering seeker after Reality, received 
from Teachers and Yogis the inspiration 
they could bestow:—then at last, after 
meeting the simple heart of a woman who 
gave his starved body food and the treas- 
ure of child-like wisdom, he reached the 
transcendental state, which he named Nir- 


vana: life within the “Blood” of the Uni- 
versal Whole,—that is, life not in terms 
of a particular condition but as an agent 
of universal Wholeness. 

Such a life may appear “formless” to the 
cell which is utterly defined structurally 
by the fact of its being a cell of the liver 
or a cell of the kidneys—in other words, 
by the place it occupies in the organic 
whole—. It appears so because it is a life 
of ceaseless adaptation to the needs of the 
particular and structurally rigid organs and 
cells of the whole: a life of protean service 
conditioned only by the will of the whole. 
Yet this whole has form, and the tides of 
blood have rhythm. Therefore formless- 
ness is only a relative term. What is 
spiritually formless to the lesser entity is 
formed through its activity within the 
formed greater being of which the lesser 
entity is a part. 

To transcend is to pierce through nature 
and nature-born conditions, It requires an 
act of will and spiritual courage. Thus the 
twelfth mansion, if it is seen in its positive 
aspect, brings to man the message of heroic 
effort—but an effort which does not mean 
the kind of work and devotional self-sur- 
render characterizing the sixth mansion. It 
is an effort which does not manifest as the 
personal ego doing some definite particular 
type of work; but rather as a still and 
steady gathering of psychic energies around 
certain Images or Symbols held fixed with- 
in the consciousness of soul and body. 

In a sense, one might say that the process 
is one of creative imaging. The Image of 
the universal Whole (or some potent Sym- 
bol of Its activity) is held steadily within 
the consciousness of the fulfilled person- 
ality. This Image or Symbol has come to 
this personality by inspiration or through 
the teachings of some true spiritual Broth- 
erhood during the span of development of 
the eleventh mansion. Of such Images or 
Symbols, the true living Civilization is 
made. The personality, transfigured by the 
vision and the dream experienced in the 
eleventh mansion, must- now transcend its 
entire cycle of particular earthborn self- 
hood. And it does so by becoming the like- 
ness of the Image or Symbol. 

This requires, if not effort in the ordi- 
Nary sense of the term, at least a deliberate 
steadiness of mind and emotions which 
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might be defined as “meditation,” provided 
this much abused word is well understood. 
Meditation is the process by means of which 
a particular earth-born personality turns 
away from the sense of being in bondage to 
the conditions of its earthly birth, and re- 
polarizes the energies derived from hered- 
ity and environment, so that they serve to 
energize a universal or archetypal Image 
with which the transfigured personality 
wills to identify itself. 

This Image can be said to be the “Father 
that is in Heaven” of whom Jesus spoke, 
when having reached the transcendental 
stage, he said “My Father and I are one.” 
Meditation is then a process aiming at a 
transcendental union with one’s spiritual 
Archetype, or Father. 

It is however a union which occurs within 
the sea of universal Light, and during the 
first stages of the final process the personal 
consciousness may be so blinded by the in- 
tensity of this ubiquitous, intoxicating Light 
that even the Archetypal Form is lost in it, 
together with all the familiar appearances 
of this world. Thus there is a “piercing 
through” the Light—just as there is a 
“piercing through” the moving phantasms 
of that darkness which closes in upon the 
man who, having seen the supernal Vision, 
dares to become that very Vision. And for 
both there is need of will and courage; need 
of steadiness, poise—and faith. 

Transfiguration and _ transcendence:— 
these two last stages of the cycle of self- 
hood are transitional stages which lead 
from the perfect personality which has 
achieved in the tenth mansion, to the “new 
birth” as a “babe in Christ”—if the cycle 
has proven wholly successful. This “new 
birth” is the first mansion of a great or 
higher cycle; and Life moves on, and ever 
on, from birth to re-birth through self- 
organization (IV) love (VII) and achieve- 
ment (X). 

Alas! very few are those born of the 
earth who, having perfectly achieved, reach 
the glory of rebirth in the Light. The 
vast majority of men, having failed to at- 
tain complete fulfillment, dream dreams 
that are but of the earth, reach for ideals 
which are destructive of spiritual integrity 
—and thus, find in the twelfth mansion 
but more or less potent forms of bondage; 
—bondage which means the necessity for a 
new birth in the blind embrace of material 
elements. 

Thus the idea of commonly understood 
“karma.” Where there is lack of perfect 
fulfillment there is karma. The unfulfilled 
selfhood, the imperfect action, leave resi- 
dua (“karmic deposits”) which become the 
inchoate substance of a new cycle of mani- 
festation—at more or less the same level 


of being. The deed left undone forces him 
who should have been the doer to face a 
similar need for accomplishing a similar 
deed. Life, instead of becoming a spirallic 
ascent, becomes under the fateful pressure 
of karma, a monotonous wheel of birthing 
and dying—meaningless, in the sense that 
perfect meaning arises only out of perfect 
fulfillment, 

In the twelfth mansion the man who is 
not piercing through the shadows and into 
the beyond must witness the onsurge of all 
that has been unfulfilled, inhibited, re. 
pressed, thwarted in his life. Thus it is 
the symbol of what Freud calls the “un- 
conscious”;—what Jung more accurately 
termed the “personal unconscious” to differ- 
entiate it from the “collective Unconscious.” 
Yet in a sense, both personal and collective 
unconscious are aspects of the mysterious 
something which we name Memory. It is 
the whole of a cycle gathering its energies 
and its experiences into a last moment 
either of perfect rememberance (in the case 
of a “buddha”) or of haunted obsession 
by the unachieved and the repressed. 

Now, in this last mansion, Memory is not 
the foundation or inspirer of new ideals. It 
is the past to be transcended, overcome— 
this through meditation in understanding—; 
or else the past which rises to force the 
consciousness into a new birth into the 
world of suffering and crucifixion. 

This confrontation with the past may 
take many and varied forms. It may be 
deliberately faced by the perfect soul who 
has naught to witness but the light of his 
noble deeds, or by the daring soul who, 
though his failures be many, has grown 
through all and never lost the realization of 
his cyclic Identity or archetypal essence. 
It may be forced upon man by life itself 
in the form of a fateful confinement—as 
in a hospital. It may also be forced by 
society upon the individual who either broke 
collective laws or tried to bring forth ideals 
and reforms which were too far beyond the 
inertial stability of his community. 

In this last sentence the often tragic 
conflict between individual and collectivity 
is briefly outlined: a conflict which makes 
criminals and anarchists; which also may 
make great geniuses starve and suffer 
only to be glorified after their death by 
a new generation. 

This conflict is born in the tenth man- 
sion, develops in the eleventh, and comes 
to a culmination in the twelfth—the sym- 
bol of imprisonment and retribution, the 
place of expiation and repentance, the place 
of martyrdom and of serene acceptation of 
a fate to which only the future can give 
full significance.

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Planetary Influence, 
Birth-Chart and Progressions 


I, THIS article I wish to scrutinize and 
to discuss matters which touch upon the 
very fundamentals of astrology, in an at- 
tempt to shed light upon problems confus- 
ing many sincere seekers after the wisdom 
that is “written in the stars’; problems, 
moreover, which even astrologers approach 
with most unconvincing arguments and 
usually prefer to leave shrouded in a gentle 
haze crowded with phantoms of old ideas 
and antiquated traditions. Thereafter it 
shall be much easier to approach lucidly 
the subject of subsequent articles, the much- 
disputed subject of progressions, directions, 
transits, and the like:—in other words 
those astrological methods which are ordi- 
narily used for the purpose of foretelling 
the future on the basis of the nativity 
(birth-chart) of an individual. 

My present goal in this study is two- 
fold: first, I wish to discuss the matter of 
planetary influence, from a plain common- 
sensical point of view;—then, I shall 
attempt to elucidate the meaning of the 
relationship between the birth-chart and, 
generally speaking, all types of progres- 
sions, on the basis of simple philosophical 
and psychological concepts. Thus the 
ground will be prepared for a clarifying 
study of the related meanings of progres- 
sions, directions and transits. First of all, 
do planets influence individuals—and, if so, 
what is exactly meant by the term “in- 
fluence”? 

Presumably every reader of this maga- 
tine and every student of astrology believes 
that planets “influence” the lives of in- 
dividuals; or else, they probably reason out, 
what good would there be in astrology? 
But the fact is that astrology does not de- 
Pend in the least for its validity or useful- 
Ness upon the supposed “influence” of 
Planets upon individuals. All that it is 
Necessary to prove in order to justify 
astrology is that there is significant cor- 
respondence between the pattern made by 
planets as they surround the earth and the 
pattern of the thinking, feeling and be- 
havior of individual human beings. 

This may sound abstract and puzzling, 
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but it is quite simple. An object A may 
alter its shape in such a way that any one 
of its transformations will “correspond” to 
an alternation of the shape of another ob- 
ject B. But that does not mean that either 
A influences B, or B influences A. They 
may both react to a stimulus independent of 
either; they may react equally and cor- 
respondingly, yet each according to its own 
nature and form. Yet there may be ab- 
solutely no reason why one should say that 
the changes manifest in object A cause 
changes manifest in object B. All that can 
be said truthfully is that changes in A will 
always be simultaneous with changes in B, 
and that there is some definitive correspon- 
dence between the type of modifications 
experienced by A and the type of modifica- 
tions experienced by B. 

Note well: the “types” of modifications 
correspond—not any particular and con- 
crete change. The pattern made by Sun, 
Moon and planets, as they circle around the 
earth in their apparent motions, varies 
from day to day. My behavior, my feelings, 
my thoughts also vary from day to day. 
I trace a correspondence between celestial 
variations and individual variations; and 
so, as celestial variations can be predicted 
with accuracy, I conclude that my own vari- 
ations in behavior, feelings and thoughts 
can also be predicted with accuracy. This 
is a perfectly reasonable inference, if I 
have proved satisfactorily to myself that 
the “correspondence” exists. But for me to 
add that Saturn sends a ray or a vibration 
which causes me to feel gloomy or to get 
hurt—is an absolutely unnecessary addition. 
It adds nothing to the truth of astrology. 
In fact it makes astrology look a bit 
“queer” (to say the least!) in the eyes of 
any logical thinker. Quite naturally so; 
for when the astrologer is made to explain 
clearly the mechanism whereby Saturn 
“causes” a particular individual to walk 
in front of a house from which a chimney 
falls just at the precise time necessary for 
the individual’s skull and some bricks to 
meet violently with nefarious results for 
said skull, or another individual to lose 
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his father conveniently at the proper time 
. .. well, the astrologer’s explanation as to 
“emanations,” “vibrations,” and the like is 
hardly fit to be taught in a modern uni- 
versity. 

We might admit as possible that when 
Saturn passes over the radical place of 
Mars in an individual’s birth-chart, the de- 
pressing “emanation” from Saturn would 
tone down the active “Mars element” in 
the individual. We might reason that this 
Mars element refers to the muscular sys- 
tem, or adrenal glands, and that the latter 
being inhibited in their functions, a gen- 
eral organic depression would ensue—which 
thus could be said to be “caused” by Saturn. 
But ... what do we mean by “Mars ele- 
ment”? Why should Mars “rule” over 
muscles or adrenal glands? 

The only thing we can possibly mean, as 
astrologers, is that there is a “correspon- 
dence” between the place or function of 
Mars in the pattern of the solar system 
viewed from the earth, and the place or 
function of glands or organs controlling 
energetic impulsions, muscular, tone, etc. in 
the human body. A correspondence: which 
means that when something happens to 
Mars (from the point of view of the earth) 
something happens to the muscular or im- 
pulsive function in a man—provided this 
man shows a particular predisposition to 
such a happening. This predisposition is 
again the result of another “correspon- 
dence” represented by planetary positions 
at his birth. 

Such correspondences may be discovered 
either by long centuries of statistical re- 
search, or—as I believe—by other means, 
the logic of which cannot be discussed here. 
But, however it may be discovered, all that 
is discovered is a correspondence—not an 
“influence.” I walk in front of the house 
whose chimney crashes upon the street and 
I am hurt severely by a brick. Just then 
Saturn and Mars are in conjunction on my 
Sun in Aries. I experience a concussion 
of the brain. Now, tell me, can we truth- 
fully say that a “vibration” from Saturn 
shook the house’s chimney, delayed me on 
my way home through a series of small 
happenings so that I would pass the house 
at the split-second when the bricks would 
hit my head? What kind of “vibration” 
should that be? I defy any one to give 
a clear picture, least of all a “scientific” 
picture, of the nature and mode of opera- 
tion of such a “vibration.” 

This is not all. Why should Saturn single 
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me out for the bricks? Millions of persons 
have been born with the Sun on the same 
degree in Aries, affected therefore by Sa. 
turn and Mars just as I am; yet, will 
Saturn’s “emanations” pull a_ brick here, 
force the foot to miss a step there, give a 
splitting headache somewhere else, with the 
most uncanny ingenuity, taking the most 
elusive and complicated ways of causing 
troubles to the heads of Aries natives? 
What -a Saturn!!! 

I cannot go fully into the argument for 
it would take too much space. Even if I 
restricted the victims of Saturn to people 
born the same year I was born with their 
Sun within the orb of the Saturn-Mars con- 
junction, yet those would number thov- 
sands; and if Saturn’s “vibrations” are so 
scientifically substantial or comparable to 
radio-waves or the like, how could they push 
slowly a man to his doom through chains of 
acts involving dozens of people and a strat- 
egy which is not only incomprehensible but 
which can not in any way be attributed toa 
radio-like emanation or cosmic wave. 

No, my friends, Saturn does not do any- 
thing to you, or cause you to do something 
or feel something, by some direct influence 
which emanates from “him.” It is alla 
manner of speaking; an easy, but unfor- 
tunately most confusing and _ psychologi- 
cally most detrimental manner of speaking, 
among students of astrology. Astrology 
deals with correspondences between the pat- 
tern of the whole sky surrounding our earth 
and the pattern of our behavior and our 
outer, social life; purely abstract and sym- 
bolical correspondences. 

It was part of the pattern of my life that 
I should receive a blow upon the head—r 
perhaps any other kind of shock having 
similar physiological and psychological con- 
sequences. Why was it a part of it? Be 
cause of my heredity, environment, and of 
the development of my essential individual 
selfhood (or Soul, if you wish) in the 
midst of hereditary and environmental con- 
ditions. The “pattern of a life” is a very 
real thing;—very real indeed. It is the 
individual in operation or manifestation; 
and what we call body and psyche or soul 
are as it were “cross-sections” of such & 
pattern—which, as we will see presently, 
can be considered both in space (as a strut 
ture) and in time (as a process of develop- 
ment). 

This pattern is subject to constant modi- 
fications, just as the pattern made in the 
skies by celestial bodies is subject to con- 
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stant alterations. The two patterns “cor- 
respond” to each other. So the blow on the 
head, in the above illustration, insofar as it 
means a critical moment in my life-pattern 
“eorresponds” to the conjunction Saturn- 
Mars in Aries, which is an equally critical 
moment in the pattern of relationship be- 
tween planetary motions as seen from the 
earth, The latter does not “cause” the 
former; no more than the former causes the 
latter. All that can be said is that the 
planetary configuration may be considered 
as a symbol of the accident experienced. 
A symbol is the outer manifestation of an 
inner subjective state or idea. My life- 
pattern is a subjective fact which becomes 
exteriorized bit by bit as I go on living. 
The celestial or astrological pattern (con- 
stituted by my birth-chart, progressions, 
transits, etc.) is a symbol of this life-pat- 
ten—also evolving, unrolling according to 
a definite rhythm. 

I may think that my life-pattern has no 
regular rhythm, that it is but a series of 
accidental happenings. But astrology as a 
philosophy tells me that it is not so; that 
my life-pattern follows a precise rhythm; 
that it has measurable periods characterized 


by definite accentuations or silences; that 
what seems a chaos of blind occurrences is 
in reality a cosmos (an ordered pattern) 
of crests and troughs which can be calcu- 
lated as one calculates heavenly motions— 
provided one has the key to the individual’s 


life-pattern. What is this key? The first 
moment of individual activity or independ- 
cnt existence; viz., the exact time of the 
first breath. The whole pattern of the skies 
at that time is the key to the measurements 
of the individual’s life-pattern. It is the 
birth-chart, and the birth-chart is the 
“measuring rod” by means of which the 
life-pattern can be measured and understood. 
It is the individual key to the universal code 
of the celestial cryptogram. 

This ecryptogram, this “writing” (which 
the pattern of planets and stars indeed is) 
of itself has meaning only in terms of the 
whole earth; for what we see written in the 
skies is universal life as seen from the 
earth. But if we want to interpret for the 
individual man what is written, we need 
an individual key: and that key is the birth- 
chart, 

Astrology is a philosophy; but only inso- 
far as it tells us that all the occurrences of 
our life constitute a total pattern; and that 
this life-pattern is ourselves—exteriorized, 
revealed, fulfilled (sometimes!) ; and most 


often incomplete, half-drawn, barely 
sketched out on a chaotic background of 
social living. And this is why the modern 
world needs astrology so desperately. Be- 
cause the social world of human collectivi- 
ties (nations, families, religious groups, 
etc....) is in such a state of chaos that the 
individual, buffeted hither and thither, feels 
chaos everywhere and most of all within 
himself. This feeling of chaos within is 
suicidal. It is the curse of modern man. 
Astrology can remove this curse, by show- 
ing to every individual his life-pattern as 
an ordered whole progressing from crisis to 
crisis toward an ever greater measure of 
fulfillment and perfection. 

But astrology must not remove a curse 
only to bring to man another one: the curse 
of fear and worship of planets made into 
fateful deities who cause and compel us to 
act this or that way, who inflict penalties 
and cause chimneys to fall precisely upon 
our delicate skulls. Astrology brings order 
into our life; but order does not mean an 
outside fate compelling us. This order is 
ourselves. We cannot “rule” the stars, be- 
cause we are the whole of our planetary 
pattern, the whole of our skies. There is 
nothing to rule, but everything to know, 
to understand and to fulfill. 

Astrology does not deal therefore with 
planetary “influences.” This concept of 
influence is a relic of medieval superstitions 
which over-zealous students of astrology 
are trying hard to garb in modern scientific 
terminology. It is indeed such a convenient 
concept that it will be hard to eradicate it 
from the modern mind; but it should be 
eradicated for it can do and constantly does 
intense psychological harm. Astrology, as 
Marc Jones so ably has put it, is “the sci- 
ence of the relationship of everything with 
every other thing.” It is the science of 
universal correspondence; whose subject- 
matter is the patterning of all that lives 
into small cosmoi, into organic wholes, mi- 
crocosmoi. It is a science of patterns—and 
thus, logically, it uses a method of calcula- 
tion and measurement which is borrowed 
from geometry and trigonometry. 

Pattern and Cycle: those are the two 
bases of astrology. The former is a space 
factor, the latter a time factor. And thus 
we have the natural division of astrology 
into two main sections: one which deals 
with the birth-chart—a spatial structure— 
the other which deals with all kinds of pro- 
gressions—viz., methods to analyze and 
characterize the time-factor of rhythmic 
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unfoldment and periodic growth in life. 
It is hard enough to try to understand 
birth-chart characteristics if the idea of 
“planetary influence” is accepted; but it is 
quite impossible to provide even a semblance 
of explanation along so-called “scientific” 
lines for progressions and directions. No 
such difficulty however exists on the basis 
of the idea of “correspondence.” Astrology 
as a system of symbolism is thoroughly 
logical and sound. It is a language, and 
planetary patterns bear to the life-patterns 
of individuals the same relation that words 
bear to ideas. The idea is the living real- 
ity; and so is the life-pattern of an indi- 
vidual. The word is a convenient way of 
expressing the idea; it is the “symbol” of 
the idea or feeling. Words are the same 
for all people using the same language; but 
every individual, by combining words in an 
individual manner, expresses his own 
thoughts. Likewise the planetary pattern, 
day by day, is the same for all men in a 
certain location; but as every man has his 
own particular birth-chart, he “combines” 
the general planetary configurations in a 
particular way, giving them a particular 
significance in terms of his own life-pattern. 
If, however, people put all the burden of 
their concentration upon the planetary pat- 
tern instead of upon their individual life- 
pattern, what does happen is that the life- 
pattern will easily fall into a kind of au- 
tomatism and will tend to be determined 
by the symbols instead of the symbol being 
determined by the reality. Likewise a man 
may play with words and let words fall 
automatically into sentences which suggest 
thoughts (as in automatic writing, medium- 
ship and the like—or when literary persons 
use words for the sake of using words)— 
instead of letting their own thoughts find 
their expression in and through words. 
The subject cannot be discussed here at 
length, but enough may have been said to 
open perspectives of thought to the thought- 
ful—and, as well, to provide a basis for 
a clearer grasp of the purely symbolical 
nature of all progressions. For just as a 
word or phrase, like “American democracy” 
or “the depression,” contain in themselves 
a train of thoughts and feelings which pass 
quickly through the mind of the person 
after uttering these words; so, the birth- 
chart of an individual is a potent “word” 
carrying a.train of thoughts, feelings and 
actions which unroll from the very moment 
of birth onward; and when this train of 
thoughts, feelings and actions has exhausted 


itself, the person dies. The “word” which 
is “in the beginning” constitutes the indi. 
vidual selfhood of the person—and is sym. 
bolized by the birth-chart. The “train of 
thoughts, feelings and actions,” which is 
implied in this “word” and which unrolls 
from birth to death, constitutes the destiny 
of the person—and is symbolized by pro. 
gressions, directions, transits, etc. 

Destiny is implied in individual selfhood; 
what you “become” that you “are,” poten- 
tially and in seed. ‘ Becoming is implied in 
being, as the plant is implied in the seed, 
The progressions are likewise implied in the 
birth-chart. ‘ 

What is the birth-chart? A _ seed-strue- 
ture, a “blue-print.” It is the blue-print of 
the complete man; that is, of the man who 
may become complete ultimately—or may 
not. It is nothing but a set of potentiali- 
ties; but it defines by implication everything 
that could possibly be found in the perfected 
man (save perhaps in a few abnormal or 
supernormal cases). It outlines what would 
be if the personality were to mature into 
the full likeness of the original (archety- 
pal) pattern; if actuality came to match 
accurately potentiality. But it indicates 
nothing factual, nothing concrete. There 
is not one single precise event of a man’s 
life to be found as such in his birth-chart. 
What can be traced are potentialities which 
may or may not become realities. In some 
cases the odds in favor of a certain poten- 
tiality becoming an actual occurrence at a 
certain time of the life are very great. But 
in no case can one speak of certainty. It 
is all a matter of probability. The value 
of the odds for or against can only be de- 
termined by studying the complex inter- 
weavings of progressions, directions and 
transits. These deal with the process of 
becoming. The birth-chart refers to the 
structure of being—and being is only a 
composite of abstract potentialities until 
the process of becoming—of living and ex- 
periencing—is completed. Then what was 
potential has become actual. 

In other words the birth-chart is a set 
of spatial factors which determine the 
archetypal structure, or form, of the whole 
man—if he ever becomes whole. Spatial 
factors: because what the birth-chart rep- 
resents is a geometrical pattern, which ob- 
viously extends in space. This birth-chart 
is the projection, on the flat surface of the 
astrological wheel, of the solar system as It 
actually looks from the point of the earth 
surface where the native is born. Cusp 
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planets, and all astrological factors derived 
from those, are abstract points, the angular 
ylationship between which constitutes a 
total geometrical pattern, which is the 
birth-chart. 

This geometrical pattern is the blue-print 
of the individual being. It is the “word,” 
which represents the individual Self—or 
monad—of the person just beginning to 
breathe. All that happens after that birth- 
moment refers no longer strictly to the Self, 
but to Destiny. Destiny is the process of 
living and experiencing by means of which 
the Self passes from the condition of poten- 
tiality to that of actuality. It is the process 
by means of which the blue-print becomes 
acompleted building. In other words, it is 
the process of fulfillment. The individual 
Self is an abstraction, a pattern or formula 
of being. But the fulfilled Personality is a 
concrete organism, physical and psychologi- 
cal. If the Personality exteriorized fully 
and perfectly the individual Self, then the 
life is fully successful. Otherwise, it is a 
relative failure or but an approximate 
success. 

Nothing in a birth-chart, and hardly any- 
thing in progressions and the like, can tell 
absolutely whether the man will become a 
fulfilled Personality, or remain—like most 
people—a vague sketch with ill-defined out- 
lines largely absorbed by the collective 
racial background. However from the whole 
chart—especially if the actual social en- 
vironment of the native is known—there 
arises often an imponderable significance 
which gives to the astrologer with developed 
intuition (or with inherited “psychic” gifts) 
aclue as to the ultimate status of the native 
at the end of his life; in other words, how 
much of his life will be a success, how much 
a failure. But failure and success mean 
only this: whether or not the actual life- 
performance has been true to the “score” 
of the individual Selfhood—whether or not, 
speaking now in terms of Hindu philosophy, 
the man has fulfilled his dharma. 

Selfhood and Destiny. Again let us re- 
peat that these two terms refer respec- 
tively to the birth-chart, and to the pro- 
gressions implied in, or derived from it 
(including transits). Selfhood, as an ab- 
stract pattern of being, relates to space; 
Destiny, as a process of life-unfoldment, 
relates to time. Our attitude toward Self 
and Destiny can be moreover characterized 
by two terms pregnant with meaning. The 
Self is to be known; Destiny is to be ful- 
led. And these words, knowledge and ful- 


fillment, can be seen as the key-words of 
man’s attitude to life and philosophy. For 
some civilizations knowledge has seemed the 
paramount business of living; at other 
times, fulfillment has been glorified and pre- 
sented as the essential ideal of living. 

It is said that on the portal of the temple 
of Delphi in ancient Greece one could see 
these words inscribed: KNOW THYSELF. 
These words were truly indeed the key- 
notes of an age and a civilization which, 
for the first time in human history sought 
to raise the focus of man’s consciousness 
to the intellectual level. The great life- 
problem for the Greek civilization—and for 
most of the European culture which un- 
folded from the seed sowed by the Greeks— 
was the problem of knowledge: the nature, 
limitations and extension of knowledge. 
This led to a study of the conscious and 
rational sphere of the ego; to scholasticism 
and the classical philosophy of a Descartes 
in the XVIIth century. 

But now a new attitude is pervading 
slowly the whole world; fecundating espe- 
cially the nascent race-consciousness of the 
New World, and of groups all over the 
earth who tune into a new harmony of 
being. The problem of fulfillment is becom- 
ing the main problem for a humanity that 
is cluttered with unassimilated knowledge 
and with the remains or consequences of 
old exclusions and old refusals to live whole, 
to live in terms of fulfillment of the total 
nature of man. Wherefore one might well 
inscribe on the portal of the temples of the 
future American Mysteries the new injunc- 
tion: FULFILL THYSELF. Which means: 
be whole; live in terms of the wholeness of 
your individual selfhood; fulfill your des- 
tiny; live every corner of your being, every 
phase of your life. But—and this is essen- 
tial—live everything in its own place and 
in its proper relation to everything else. 
Fulfill everything, but at the proper time 
and in the proper conditions of relationship 
to what came before and what will come 
after. 

This obviously presupposes knowledge; a 
clear-cut knowledge of the pattern of being 
that you are—of the pattern of destiny 
which is the schedule of unfoldment of your 
original potentialities of selfhood. There- 
fore knowledge and fulfillment are as in- 
extricably bound together as space is bound 
to time; as seed and plant; as birth-chart 
and progressions. 

Knowledge is spatial in its essence be- 
cause it is derived from the establishment 
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of relationships of extension and contrast. 
Intellectual knowledge is based on analysis 
and objectivity, on the isolation of factors 
and elements studied apart from the whole 
to which they belonged and from which they 
had been removed for analytical, experi- 
mental or even esthetical purposes. 


On the other hand fulfillment is dura- 
tional and cyclic in its essence. It is a 
process which unfolds at the very core of 
duration, and is conditioned by the general 
laws of cyclic becoming. It is not analyti- 
cal or ethical; not even rational or predom- 
inantly conscious. It cannot be chartered 
by exact formula. It cannot be defined 
accurately so as to fit all particular or in- 
dividual cases; even though it follows a 
well-definable rhythm with computable 
climaxes and critical phases. Moreover this 
process of fulfillment does not deal with the 
parts of an organism or the elements of a 
situation as detachable factors. It must 
always be referred to wholes. The fulfill- 
ment of parts is bound to the fulfillment of 
the whole of which they are parts. There 
can be no isolated fulfillment of a part. It 
can only be a relative or illusory consum- 
mation. 

Yet as each part is a whole, just as each 
whole can be considered a part of some 
vaster whole, there are relative moments of 
fulfillment: “life-transitions” during which 
wholeness operates within any fulfilled 
whole. After this occurs, this whole real- 
izes itself as part of a greater whole—and 
duration and its cycles ot fulfillment go on, 
ever and ever more. But every fulfillment, 
though we may analyze it spatially and in- 
tellectually as purely relative—in terms of 
some greater whole—is after all an abso- 
lute. It is absolute inasmuch as wholeness 
in operating absolutely through every ful- 
filled whole, small or large. 

In fact smallness or greatness are spatial, 
“knowledge” valuations. In terms of ful- 
fillment, every fulfilled whole is actually 
and absolutely God. This is the realization 
often symbolized by the terms “eternal 
now.” We may call it a “mystical” realiza- 
tion. What it is called matters little. Ex- 
perienced fulfillment has no need for in- 
tellectual definition. It is a subjective 
totalistic experience; and this experience 
is “one-with” the moment within which it 
occurs. 

The trend of a great portion of contem- 
porary psychology and philosophy leads 
toward the realization of the significance 
of fulfillment. Thus their emphasis of the 


concepts of “whole,” of “organism,” of “jp. 
tuition,” etc. Thus the mystical implica. 
tions of so much of modern thought. As. 
trology cannot afford to ignore these trends, 
especially as it is the most logical and 
obvious application of a philosophy of ful. 
fillment and wholeness; for the very reason 
that it is through astrology alone that one 
can consider the whole of any life-situation, 
the whole of any selfhood and destiny. The 
astrological chart—be it a birth-chart or 
even a horary chart—is the only means 
one has to consider objectively, graphically 
and symbolically the total structure and 
implications of any life-situation (includ- 
ing the birth of a new personality). All 
other means, either are purely analytical 
and merely enumerate some of the separate 
factors of a situation, or else (like clair- 
voyance, intuition, etc.) are usually strongly 
colored by subjective reactions and most 
difficult to use as means to communicate in- 
formation to others. 

But an astrological chart is an objective, 
graphic, organic presentation of all the 
basie factors in a life-situation. Through 
it one can visualize the “selfhood” of any 
life-situation, the structure of all begin- 
nings. And the knowledge one thus at- 
quires is not mere abstract knowledge; be- 
cause out of every astrological chart one 
may see the progressive unfoldment of the 
implications contained in all the factors 
that are in the beginning. Not only the 
structure is made objective; but also the 
complex process is shown by means of which 
the causes set in action will steadily work 
toward the consummation of their ultimate 
results. Birth-chart and Progressions: 
Being and Becoming: Structure and Proe- 
ess: Self and Destiny—and also Space and 
Time. 

All these dualities “correspond” to each 
other; and the two terms thereof cannot be 
separated; and astrology alone enables one 
to consider the two terms in their proper 
relationship. Astrology alone enables one 
to study the process of becoming in its 
three-fold character through the threefold 
study of progressions, directions and tran- 
sits. I shall discuss this threefold charac- 
ter in my next article; but at the risk of 
over-emphasizing a point, I wish to insist 
again upon the true relation existing be- 
tween the two terms of the dualities above- 
mentioned, because such a relation is abs0- 
lutely essential to a complete understanding 
of the two great phases or aspects of as- 
trology—the one dealing with the radial 
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patterns of birth-charts (and horary fig- 
ures), the other with all the various meth- 
ods of determining cycles of planetary 
changes throughout the life-span—either 
of individuals (natal astrology) or of situa- 
tions (horary astrology). 

Destiny is selfhood in the becoming. Ful- 
fillment is knowledge demonstrated and 
made operative through the whole of the 
knower’s physiological and psychological 
organism. Thus fulfillment is dependent 
upon knowledge. The completeness of ful- 
filment is a function of the depth and ex- 
tension of knowledge. Thus knowledge rep- 
resents symbolically the East; fulfillment, 
the West. All knowledge comes from the 
East, but fulfillment occurs in the West. 
This is so not only symbolically and astro- 
logically speaking; but concretely as well. 
In every unit of civilization knowledge 
arises in the East, fulfillment is reached in 
the West. India was the source of the 
knowledge that was fulfilled in the East- 
Mediterranean world. Greek knowledge in 
turn was fulfilled in French integration. 
European knowledge is being fulfilled in 
America. Atlantic knowledge reaches Pa- 
cific fulfillment. 

This dualism of East and West is sym- 
bolized in the astrological chart by the 
Eastern and the Western horizons; As- 
cendant and Descendant. The Ascendant 
symbolizes “individual Selfhood’”; the De- 
scendant, “Relationship.” While Selfhood 
of itself is relatively changeless, relation- 
ship is in a constant state of flux. The 
process of becoming is fulfilled through con- 
stant relationship. Thus the Ascendant is 
the key to individual being; but the De- 
scendant is the key to the process of be- 
coming and fulfillment—and thus to the 
general interpretation of all progressions. 

As a result of the foregoing one will 
readily see that the interpretation of a 
birth-chart is obviously much more easy 
and simple than that of all the progressions. 
For in the birth-chart we are dealing with 
a structure of elements all reducible to the 
central individuality of the native. Truly 
certain factors in the chart refer to the 
outside world and the collective inheritance 
and environment; but the reference is al- 
ways to be considered in terms of the indi- 
vidual person. What is shown is not the 
state of the collective environment (as in 
transits and “birthday charts”) pressing 
upon the individual person, but the knowl- 
edge and power of adaption of this individ- 
ual to the collective within his total being. 


In other words, everything found in the 
natal or radical chart refers to the native’s 
total being; that is, to the sum-total of 
potentialities this being contains. And we 
may add here that these potentialities, 
while they are defined as to their structure, 
are practically infinite as to the depth of 
their connections. That is to say the FORM 
of my being is basic; and change of develop- 
ment here means only an increasingly closer 
approximation of the outer “body” (or 
bodies) to the archetypal seed-form, which 
is changeless throughout an entire planetary 
cycle. But the CONTENTS of my being— 
the sum of the connections I have established 
with the universe, the total of my assimila- 
tions—are relatively unlimited. The limits 
are drawn only by the fact that the human 
person, being a part of a greater Whole 
which we may call the “planetary Individ- 
ual,” is conditioned by the harmonious de- 
velopment of this “planetary Individual.” 
This refers to what the occultist calls the 
“Ring Pass Not.” 

Scientifically speaking, we would say that 
the number of brain and nerve-cells not 
being infinite, the sum-total of their pos- 
sible connections and correlations is there- 
fore not infinite. But the ordinary man of 
today operates relatively so few of these 
possible connections that the possibilities of 
expansion of the contents of his being are 
practically unlimited—even though the form 
of his individual selfhood remains a con- 
stant factor. Likewise the skeleton is an 
almost constant factor in the human race, 
approximating ever more closely by very 
slow and cyclic progress (which includes 
regressive periods) what we would call the 
Archetypal Form of MAN. Yet man may 
change the contents of his body by eating 
one kind of food or another (within the 
limits of what the earth produces), by over- 
eating or starving himself, etc. 

On the other hand with “progressions” 
we are dealing with a very complex propo- 
sition, because we are dealing with the 
process of life itself. And this means per- 
petual change and thus, theoretically at 
least, imprevisibility. The process of life 
is the constant flux of the birth, fulfillment 
and breaking away of relationship. And it 
can never be absolutely and accurately 
charted. It contains necessarily, unavoid- 
ably, a coefficient of indeterminacy; which 
in numerical symbolism is the fractional 
value by which Pi (3.14159 ...) is greater 
than 3—and in astrological earth-symbolism

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Te and Capricorn appear to be the 
outstanding signs of the Zodiac as far as 
the Solar birth position of physicians is 
concerned. Despite the fact that Virgo and 
Pisces are commonly associated with medi- 
cine and drugs in astrological studies, both 
of these signs. rated below normal in an ex- 
periment wherein the Solar positions of 
6,877 physicians were taken into considera- 
tion. 

We must not lose sight of the fact, how- 
ever, that Cancer and Capricorn are the 
only signs wherein the native will have 
Virgo and Pisces on the 3rd and 9th cusps 
in a Solar chart, these particular houses 
being related to the mental outlook. 

The volume “American Physicians and 
Surgeons” by James Clark Fifield, was em- 
ployed by the writer in gathering the sta- 
tistics herein presented. Only a portion of 
the physicians listed were accompanied by 
birthdata but we were able to assemble 
nearly 7,000 birthdates. 

Figure 1 shows the manner in whick 
these birthdates were distributed through 
the Zodiac. This chart, however, includes 
a certain correction. It is but natural for 
more persons to be born in one particular 
sign of the Zodiac than in another. This 
is because the Sun does not remain in 
each sign of the Zodiac an equal length of 
time. Each year, for example, the Sun re- 
mains longer in the sign of Leo than in the

sign Capricorn. We have allowed for this 
fact and our figures have been corrected to 
take it into consideration. Actual distribu- 
tion among the signs, after corrections, was 
as follows:

In Figure 2, we find Solar distribution 
by decans or third parts of each sign. This 
chart also allows for the fact that the Sun 
does not remain in each decan an equal 
length of time. Note that the lowest decan 
of Leo, Virgo, Libra, Capricorn or Aqua- 
rius is above the highest decan of Gemini. 
Actual decan figures, after corrections deal- 
ing with the apparent motion of the Sun 
have been made, are as follows:

The above figures are not quite as in- 
formative as one might at first suppose. 
We are dealing with physicians—prominent 
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physicians — including a distribution 
throughout every state in the United States 
and every province in the Dominion of 
Canada. How can we eliminate the factor 
of prominence and still retain the only qual- 
ity which definitely deals with profession? 
This has been done in the following manner. 
Available figures on a much larger number 
of prominent péople have been used. There 
is a cycle where prominence is concerned. 
More prominent people are born under cer- 
tain signs than under others. Available 
figures involving prominence have been re- 
duced to equal the total figure herein em- 
ployed—6877. 

In Figure 3, the curve of prominence has 
been reduced to a straight line. That line, 
running through the center of the chart, is 
designated “normal.” Above and below this 
line is blocked out the volume that each sign 
deviates above or below normal using promi- 
nent births as normal. It will be noted 
that we obtain quite a different result from 
that illustrated in Figure 1. Our Volume 
now falls chiefly in the signs Capricorn 
and Cancer. Virgo and Pisces each run 
below normal. As a matter of fact, Pisces 
runs lower than any other sign. Scorpio 
and Sagittarius also run quite low. The 
figures across the bottom of the chart show 
the actual number of physicians per sign 
above or below normal. When realizing 
that we are dealing with nearly 7000 physi- 
clans, it may not seem that the figure 56, 
for example, in the case of Capricorn, is 
not very great. And yet, it means that there 
are over 16 per cent more physicians with 
the Sun in Capricorn than in Pisces after 


various necessary corrections have been 
taken into consideration. There are over 
14 per cent more physicians with the Sun 
in Cancer than in Pisces after noted cor- 
rections. 

Now we turn to Figure 4. The same fig- 
ures are used in this chart as those em- 
ployed in Figure 3. This chart is drawn 
circular instead of along a straight line. 
The white circle running midway between 
the inside and outside marginal circles and 
marked “N” represents normal. It will be 
noted that Cancer and Capricorn are the 
only two signs opposite to each other that

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TRIAL and PUNISHMENT 


A Plea for American Justice 


D ESPITE our pride of race and place 
we humans live as much in the present as 
does the insect that is born with the morn- 
ing sun and dies with the evening chill. 
We forget the past, we cannot perceive the 
future and we will not see the present in 
which we live. Some of us who are spe- 
cialists may see clearly the blade of grass 
on which we perch but our eyes are too dim 
to see the fields and forests around us. 

Here around us is the United States of 
America. We are part of it. It was born 
in a single generation of such clear vision 
and fixed determination that they gave it 
roots from which it has grown great, almost 
in spite of the neglect of their children. 

Such merit as there is inherent in the 
United States is in its system, its ideals 
and its people. None of the three are per- 
feet—but they were good and for a time 
they served us well. Such weakness as has 
developed in them has been our own fault. 

This is no plea for the superiority of all 
things American. It is merely the state- 
ment that our country is good in the eyes 
of its people; it might as well be also a 
frank admission that to others than Ameri- 
cans this country of ours is full of unfamil- 
iar faults. That is as it should be; every 
man likes best the things he knows best. 

Of late we have been too prone to accept 
and adopt the disparagements of the alien, 
to let our richness lapse because of our 
unwillingness or indifference in the defense 
of the things, material and spiritual, that 
made us. We seem unable to understand 
and appreciate the privileges and oppor- 
tunities that are given to us at birth with- 
out price. 

Perhaps the greatest and most vivid dis- 
closure of our weakness has been the case 
of Bruno Richard Hauptmann. The ques- 
tions involving the life or death of this alien 
in our midst have brought into the spot- 
light all the current weaknesses of Amer- 
ica. Maybe it was a good thing that this 
should happen, but it will serve no purpose 
unless we see clearly and with understand- 
ing the things that really happened. 

Personalities are of no importance in the 
face of issues. Let us sum up the facts 


with the impersonality of a laboratory. We 
will have to stop thinking about persons if 
we are to think about people. 

An alien, resident in this country without

benefit of immigration laws, is accused of 
stealing a child from the home of a wealthy 
American family in which every servant 
was an alien. The accused man is tried 
and convicted in newspapers and other 
media of public expression and that conviec- 
tion is ratified in a court which abandons 
the accepted forms of justite in reaching 
that ratification. 

This last is a hard and uncompromising 
statement. To some it might smack of a 
prejudice in favor of the accused, of a de- 
sire to propagandize in his favor. It is not 
the statement of this writer. It is the state- 
ment of a special committee of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, organization of the 
leaders of the legal profession in the United 
States. 

This special committee was formed for 
the purpose of investigating the conduct of 
the Hauptmann trial. That the work of 
such a committee was deemed to be neces- 
sary would appear to be evidence that, even 
without investigation, the circumstances of 
the trial were open to question. 

A brief summary of the report of this 
committee has been published in news- 
papers. The complete text is highly sensa- 
tional; although it will not become public 
information until the next meeting of the 
Association, it would seem wise to make at 
least part of it known here and now. 

After reciting details which are self- 
evident, the special committee made the 
following recommendations: 

“In the foregoing report we have tried to 
make a fair presentation of salient facts. 
We have been moved less by spirit of cen- 
sure than by hope of remedial action. The 
excesses we have described differ from prac- 
tices in many other cases only in degree. 

“The trial of a criminal case is a business 
that has for its sole purpose the adminis- 
tration of justice, and it should be carried 
on without distracting influences. 

“Passing from the general to the specific 
we recommend: 

“That attendance in the courtroom dur- 
ing the progress of a criminal trial be lim- 
ited to the seating capacity of the room. 

“That the process of subpoena or any 
other process of the court should never be 
used to secure preferential admission of 
any person or spectator; that such abuse 
of process should be punished as contempt. 
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“That approaches to the courtroom be 
kept clear, to the end that free access to 
the courtroom be maintained. 

“That no use of cameras or photographic 
appliances be permitted in the courtroom, 
either during the session of the court or 
otherwise. 

“That no sound registering devices for 
publicity use be permitted to operate in the 
courtroom at any time. 

“That the surreptitious procurement of 
pictures or sound records be considered con- 
tempt of court and punished as such. 

“That the courtroom and the court house 
be kept free from news distributing devices 
and equipment. 

“That newspaper accounts of criminal 
proceedings be limited to accounts of occur- 
rences in court without argument of the 
case to the public. 

“That no popular referendum be taken 
during the pendency of the litigation as to 
the guilt or innocence of the accused. 

“That broadcasting of arguments, giving 
out of argumentative press bulletins, and 
every other form of argument or discussion 
addressed to the public, by lawyers in the 
case during the progress of the litigation 
be definitely forbidden. 

“That bulletins by the defendant issued 
to the public during the progress of the trial 
be definitely forbidden. z 

“That public criticism of the court or 
jury by lawyers in the case during the 
progress of the litigations be not tolerated. 

“That featuring in vaudeville of jurors 
or other court officers, either during or 
after the trial, be forbidden. 

“That the giving of paid interviews or 
the writing of paid articles by jurors, either 
during or after the trial, be forbidden. 

“That the atmosphere of the courtroom 
and adjacent premises be maintained as one 
of dignity and calm.” 

The conditions and circumstances to 
which the committee took objection all ex- 
isted during the progress of the Flemington 
trial. Other things equally objectionable, 
but not referred to by the committee, also 
took place, 

Every newspaper man who “covered” the 
Flemington trial knows that all news as to 
one side of the case was controlled by a 
certain metropolitan newspaper, which had 
acquired that privilege by purchase. This 
Same newspaper also published questions 
which would be asked by counsel for one 
Side on the day before those questions were 
asked of witnesses. Witnesses were also 
listed in advance and the purport of their 
testimony disclosed. All of this was for the 
purpose of promoting the circulation of the 
newspaper in question. 

The great majority of American and 





foreign newspapers earnestly tried to ob- 
serve the rules of decency in their stories 


of the trial. Such indiscretions as they 
fell into were forced upon them by the 
few competing newspapers which felt no 
such inhibitions. 

Certain newspapers tried Hauptmann in 
their news and editorial columns and found 
him guilty before the actual trial opened. 
Their course since that date has been forced 
upon them by the necessity of making their 
“verdict” stick. 

Hauptmann may be guilty or he may be 
innocent. The Flemington trial was so sur- 
rounded by outside influences that that 
question was never determined. 

Native or alien, he had a right to a fair 
trial. To refuse him that was an unjusti- 
fiable injury to him. It was a far greater 
injury to the American people and the 
American system of living. The influences 
responsible for this condition are more dan- 
gerous to the public safety than any foreign 
enemy possibly could be. 

This is a national weakness of the grav- 
est character. These things were done 
because the public gave the people who did 
them financial support—some of that sup- 
port being in the form of money spent for 
the purchase of newspapers securing or cre- 
ating news by such: methods. 

Again, this statement as to the liability 
of certain newspapers is not a belief of the 
writer alone. Let us quote once more from 
the report of the Hauptmann committee of 
the American Bar Association. 

“Excesses have been indulged in by the 
Press in the publication of colored and sen- 
sational stories of criminal trials and in 
improper comment and argument upon the 
evidence and occurrences of the trial. Im- 
proprieties have been indulged in by radio 
and screen producers, in the procurement 
of records and in giving distribution to 
improper appeals to the public and im- 
proper reflection upon court and jury dur- 
ing the pendency of criminal trials. The 
men engaged in the operation of the agen- 
cies mentioned are men of generally patri- 
otic impulses and of generally high 
standards of business ethics. We believe 
that they will be found willing to co-operate 
in a movement to secure fair and reasonable 
restriction upon news procurement, distri- 
bution and comment, and we recommend 
that the American Bar Association take 
active measures through an appropriate 
committee to secure co-operation looking to 
that end. 

“The public look to the members of the 
legal profession to set their house in order 
and they have a right to do so. Lawyers, 
by reason of their familiarity with legal 
proceedings and events incident to them 
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and because of their participation in such 
proceedings, should take the lead in all 
measures calculated to secure the best ad- 
ministration of justice. The Hauptmann 
trial might well be the starting point for 
a proper movement to chart out a course 
for the better regulation of criminal trials.” 

A large number of American people are 
not satisfied with the verdict of the Flem- 
ington trial. Some of them believe that 
the evidence indicated that if Hauptmann 
was guilty he was aided by accomplices 
who should not be permitted to escape retri- 
bution. Others believe that Hauptmann 
was probably guilty of extortion, because 
of his possession of part of the ransom 
money, but that his guilt of the crimes of 
murder and kidnaping was not proven. 

This last is not a supposition. It is the 
verdict of thousands of letters written to 
the Governor of New Jersey by citizens of 
practically every one of the forty-eight 
States. Of these thousands of correspon- 
dents, only three in every hundred ex- 
pressed disapproval of the Governor’s action 
in seeking to discover the truth. 

The efforts of Governor Hoffman to in- 
vestigate stories indicating a miscarriage 
of justice were violently opposed by the 
newspapers who had committed themselves 
to the guilt of Hauptmann before the trial. 
Their disapproval was reflected by other 
newspapers impressed by the vehemence of 
the first group. The evidence indicates that 
neither class of newspapers succeeded in 
impressing the majority of the public. 

For more than a year, the Capitol City 
of New Jersey has been thronged by news- 
paper correspondents who furnished their 
papers with a continual flood of fictitious 
“information” about the progress of events. 
Sensations which commanded banner head- 
lines one day were ignored in the same 
papers twenty-four hours later. Trenton 
correspondents repeatedly insisted that 
their editors insisted on publishing these 
stories, even when all parties knew that 
they were untrue. 

There have been dark tales told in Tren- 
ton. One of them was to the effect that a 
certain metropolitan newspaper had offered 
bribes aggregating many thousands of 
dollars to officials who would be present at 
the execution of Hauptmann when it oc- 
curred, the consideration being the delivery 
of a photograph showing Hauptmann at 
the moment that the electric current was 
discharged into his body. To the credit of 
the officials concerned, these bribes were 
unsuccessful. 

Justice is part of the structure of Amer- 
ica. Justice cannot survive in such an 
atmosphere as this. No man or woman is 
safe from the danger of being caught in a 


web of circumstantial evidence that will 
center in the electric chair or the hangman’s 
noose. The strands of this web will be the 
hunger of certain newspapers for circula- 
tion and their entire unscrupulousness as 
to the means of getting it. 

The Governor of New Jersey has been 
brave enough to stand out against these 
conditions. He has fought, not against the 
execution of Hauptmann, but against the 
taint of unfairness surrounding Hanupt- 
mann’s conviction. He has sought to clear 
up the “reasonable doubt” that exists in the 
minds of millions of Americans. For this 
he has been criticised and condemned. He 
has been accused of being a public enemy 
by the same forces which convicted Haupt- 
mann without a trial and for the same 
reason that these influences (or newspapers, 
to be frank about it) were committed to 
their verdict and they had to make it stick 
at all costs. 

We must try and punish proven criminals 
as a matter of public safety—but we must, 
for our own sakes, be sure they are guilty. 
Trial and punishment are the business of 
our courts. They are not private privileges 
to be exploited and sold to the public fora 
profit. 

The fate of Hauptmann, as an individual, 
is not important. The fate of the United 
States or any country in which injustice 
can be paramouft is close to being the most 
important thing in the world.

Every 
day people with a sincere interest in Astrol- 
ogy—people with a keen desire to find out 
where and how it can be of valued service, 
are being cheated, confused, thoroughly un- 
sold and embittered by so-called “Astrol- 
ogers” who have the astrological knowledge 
and experience of an airdale. 

The answer is an American Association 
with minimum standards of practice (and 
prices), rigid comprehensive tests in all 
phases of Astrological practice for new and 
unknown applicants. 

If such an organization is impossible or 
unpractical, then give us a Who’s Who of 
American Astrology. Compile and publish 
some form of Buyer’s Guide to Professional 
Services. Give us some indication of what 
to expect in quality, quantity, and complete- 
ness of written work and consultation serv- 
ice, at prices from one, right on up, to a 
thousand dollars. 

Surely American Astrology can devise a 
method of listing and blacklisting profes- 
sional services, which would save thousands 
of dollars, as well as wasted time and dis- 
appointment for its readers. Such a plan 
not only would raise standards of practice 
but also protect able, fair-minded, astrol- 
ogers from the competition of sucker- 
minded so and so’s. (Being a sucker, I’m 
pretty vehement about this angle.) 

Perhaps I am wrong. Perhaps there IS 
some recourse for those who find to their 
dismay, that they have paid twenty or 
thirty dollars for service or a reading which 
can be duplicated (and improved upon) at 
any newsstand for twenty or thirty cents! 

For a sorry example, early in January, 
1929, I wanted to settle the question of As- 


trology in my own mind, one way or the 
other, so I decided to buy a fair example of 
the astrologer’s art, i. e., a nativity reading 
and a progressed reading or forecast for 
several years ahead. I felt I wasn’t quite 
up to Evangeline Adams’ prices, and as 
next best, was referred to Professor (we'll 
call him) Zilch, who according to my astro- 
logical, but inexperienced friend, was one of 
the very finest in the country. (Living in 
Hoboken—he would have to be.) 

To make a long, sad story, short (and 
rather incredible), I paid the eminent Pro- 
fessor sixty-five dollars for his finest most 
detailed reading. 

Its delivery, and my first eager exam- 
ination of it had somewhat the same effect 
on me, as a solid kick in the stomach. 
(Being a Scorpion, I cursed steadily from 
Hoboken to Times Square.) 

To begin with, the chart itself was wrong. 
Written in the good Professor’s own hand, 
it definitely places Saturn in 17 deg. 8 min. 
of Capricorn, when any kindergarten stu- 
dent of Astrology knows that Saturn spent 
the entire year 1909 in Aries. 

As for the interpretation, it was boiler- 
plate of an illiterate and rank amateur. 

Irony of the whole affair was climaxed 
nearly a year later when a friend invited 
me (by then I was looked upon as an au- 
thority on the gentle art of being rooked) 
to accompany him somewhere in the upper 
seventies (east) to see an old lady and a 
grey cat who read fortunes at fifty cents a 
head from a limp and exhausted looking 
deck of cards. I suggested that she was 
wasting her time at cards, and asked her 
why she didn’t go into astrology. You'll get 
fifty dollars instead of fifty cents for the 
same reading, I told her. She smiled. 

“{t AM in the Astrology business,” she 
said, “I’ve known Prof. Zilch, over in Ho- 
boken, since he was THAT high. Every 
now and then he buys special ‘Playing card 
forecasts’ to put into his more expensive 
readings!” 

That is how I found the real key to my 
nativity. Now when the scientific astrol- 
oger from Hoboken bobs up on its pages 
from year to year, with some of his inane 
guff about large animals and agriculture I 
charge it to the fact that maybe the Jack 
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of Hearts was sextile to the trey of Dia- 
monds, or maybe Prof, Zilch was drawing 
to a four-card flush. (And I let him get 
away with it!) 

Since then I’ve checked off periods, fore- 
casts, etc., as they were to have occurred. 
(The chart interpretation covered ten years 
ahead.) Stars and Spades, Hearts and 
Houses are so mixed up it is hard to tell 
who is ahead. Both are pretty bad. The 
score is no runs, four hits, sixty-eight 
errors. Professor Zilch had a_ positive 
genius for cracking out foul balls. Or per- 
haps the cards were stacked in favor of the 
little old lady and the big grey cat. 

Amusing? Yes, but I believe your read- 
ers will appreciate any help you can give 
them, in preventing its re-occurrence.

My dear Mr. Clancy: 

It may or may not have escaped your 
notice that The “Christian Century” carried 
what I would designate as an unjustified 
condemnation of Astrology and other sub- 


jects of which the writer of said “blast” 
most evidently knows little, or probably 
nothing. I refer to THE’'QUESTION BOX 
of February 26, last, which I append a copy 
to show you what even such usually liberal 
publications as this national undenomina- 
tional weekly can do. 

Of course, you and I, and your countless 
readers and friends, may say, “What else 
can you expect,” still I was surprised at the 
apparent ignorance as well as intolerance 
displayed in said question box. Not to 
make a play on words, exactly, but I would 
call it, “THE QUESTIONABLE BOX.” 

Following is a clipping of the Question 
and its dubious answer—if one may justi- 
fiably call it such: 


I have received a letter from a young man 
who answered an advertisement in a New 
York paper telling of a pamphlet on astrol- 
ogy which can be secured through the mail 
or from a coin-operated vending machine. 
Is astrology of any value to one who secures 
their little book? W.I. R., Cockeysville, Md. 

The belief in the influence of the stars 
upon human life is one of the oldest de- 
lusions in human history. It was natural 
for primitive man to imagine that these 
mysterious lights in the heavens had some 
controlling effect on the lives of men on the 
earth. Particularly was that the case when 
it was believed that the earth was the center 
of the universe, and that the sun, moon and 
planets were appointed for special functions 
in relation to it. 

Later and more scientific knowledge of 
astronomy displaced among intelligent peo- 
ple the crude ideas which astrology had 
promulgated, but at the same time it fur- 
nished suggestions for still more elaborate 
and fantastic notions regarding the “plane- 
tary houses” and the relation of human life 
to the particular phases of the zodiac at the 
birth of individuals. 

This crude conception of the influence of 
the stars was widely prevalent during the 
middle ages, and many crowned heads and 
other members of the nobility employed 
“astrologers” to study the heavens and con- 
struct charts in the effort to forecast the 
fortunes of the credulous. That such super- 
stitious people are to be found today, after 
centuries of sensible inquiry into the laws of 
nature, is evident from the amount of coun- 
terfeit information dispensed in the news- 
papers, and the profitable occupation of 
vending pamphlets on astrology from the 
newsstands and slot-machines. 

This sort of imposture goes along with 
such pseudo-sciences as numerology, palmis- 
try, crystal gazing, spiritism, drawing lots, 
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the use of divining rods, the making of 
horoscopes, the reading of tea leaves and 
ards in fortune telling, occultism and sim- 
iar superstitions, many of which are as old 
as history, and are still practiced by the de- 
luded. 

This will give you some idea of my esti- 
mate of astrology and all the devices by 
which the unscrupulous seek to make profit 
out of the credulous. If people like to pur- 
sue any of these games for amusement, 
knowing that they have no real value, that 
is another matter. Some people consult 
fortune tellers merely to be amused. Prob- 
ably there is no harm in this provided they 
have the time and the money. But to take 
seriously such devices would be unfortunate. 
No reputable journal ought to advertise 


such frauds.

After reading the above patently ignorant 
attempt to wipe out the horrendous study, 
practice, and “business” of Astrology at one 
fell swoop of a jittery typewriter, I myself, 
having a Holland Dutch grandfather, got 
ny “Dutch” up, and replied to the editor, in 
language as moderate as the occasion for 
reply would permit, and the spirit of my 
Libran sense of justice deemed permissible. 

If you will permit, I hereby submit a 
copy of the letter I wrote and sent in reply 
to the unwarrantable attack, which, be- 
cause of the influence and reputation of 
The Christian Century, I feel, should not go 
unanswered :

SIR: The anonymous “man of God” who 
conducts THE QUESTION BOX, at least 
the gentleman responsible for that of Feb- 
tuary 26, 1936, of your usually estimable 
publication, which I have read for the past 
several years, should, I sincerely believe, re- 
member the adjuration of the apostle Paul 
when he commands us to “prove all things, 
and hold fast that which is good.” 

Had he followed this exhortation, his un- 
derstanding of Astrology would have been 
such that he would not have fallen into the 
indiscriminate and rather puerile method 
of wholesale condemnation of that of which 
he most evidently knows absolutely nothing 
from first hand knowledge. 

_ Most writers today are seriously attempt- 
ing to know whereof they write before com- 
Mitting themselves to statements which not 
only evidence in large measure their appall- 
ing ignorance, and further, frequently mis- 
lead an all-too-trusting “public.” In such a 
public as The Christian Century enjoys, 
Strange as it seems” the words set forth 


in apparent sincerity and “wisdom,” are 
often given credence to far greater extent 
than the words of other types of publica- 
tions. Thus, wholesale slandering of the 
scientific, religious or philosophic beliefs of 
a large body of rational thinking persons in 
this United States of America, is more rep- 
rehensible when carried in columns of a 
publication of the erstwhile reputation of 
The Christian Century. 

A wee bit of reflection should cause one 
to remember that Astrology and astrologers 
fall in two different categories. Most men 
are human, reflecting the materialism of 
their times, while a few transcend in degree 
this desire to participate in the things of 
this world only from the profit motive. 
Most Astrologers, please note, in my ex- 
perience of study and research in Astrology, 
as an avocation for some years, look upon 
Astrology as a significant portion of the 
workings of both Natural and Divine law; 
the practice of Astrology is considered as a 
“Service” rendered to those who would 
earnestly desire aid in better knowing both 
themselves, and their relationship to God 
and their neighbors, and total environment. 

That the innocent suffer with and for the 
guilty is a truism none can gainsay. Money- 
rabid individuals are found in every walk 
of life, in every profession, even, sad to say, 
at times, in the ranks of the clergy. This 
desire for money and power, rather than 
opportunity to serve, we hope and believe, 
is gradually dying out in this old world, 
though there are still evidences of selfish 
cravings aplenty rampant in our social 
scheme, 

Thus, cheap, clap-trap, pamphlets, “sun- 
sign readings,” ignorantly conceived, illy 
printed, general prognostications hurriedly 
thrown up for newspaper consumption, cast 
much discredit upon the truly large and 
honorable body of intelligent astrological 
practitioners everywhere. Reputable as- 
trologers in the United States and foreign 
countries, whose names are legion, decry 
this sort of conscienceless trafficking in 
valueless junk. They still insist, however, 
after serious hard study, and via much 
actual experience, entitling them to speak, 
that Astrology has a mission to perform 
in helping man to “find himself.” 

Lastly, should the “Question Boxer” be 
converted to the Square Deal, the Rational 
Deal, the “Prove-all things” Deal, he would 
cease his boondoggling writings and resort 
to a little sane, practical research.

Hauptmann had a fair trial. If not, you 
might say we haven’t any laws in this coun- 
try. The decision was upheld by the highest 
courts. How come that he could not give a 
satisfactory answer to why he and his wife 
quit working as soon as the ransom money 
was paid? Also where did all the money 
come from to finance all the trips they took? 
Thrifty people as the Hauptmanns were be- 
fore the ransom money was paid—would 
never think of spending $400.00 for a radio 
during depression. 

We all seem to think there were others 
implicated, at least one; and for a very good 
reason Hauptmann does not wish to disclose 
the facts, as it would involve someone very 
dear to him. He has a son to take in con- 
sideration. And by confessing there would 
be nothing to gain. 

My husband and I have been taking the 
American Astrology Magazine for a long 
time, and have always recommended it to 
others. But when articles like this are pub- 
lished—pampering fugitives from foreign 
countries, and condemning our heroes—it 


seems that something should be said about 
it. 

All these people who pretend to know » 
much about the case—why have they waited 
until now instead of coming forward at the 
proper time? 

What good deed has Hauptmann eyer 
done to deserve special attention and syn. 
pathy now? They are giving him more at 
tention than they have ever given any good 
American citizen. Lindbergh, who has al. 
ways looked after the welfare of this coun- 
try, surely deserves much better protection 
than he has received here. 

Here’s hoping for a hundred percent 
American magazine, and three cheers for 
Col. Lindbergh. May we have more Lind- 
berghs and less fugitives, and gossiping 
staff writers.

Answer: It is not our purpose to attack 
anyone on purely personal grounds, neither 
are we in any way awed by Col. Lindbergh, 
“The national hero,” created incidentally by 
the public press. 

We are only interested in Col. Lindbergh, 
or anyone else in this case, insofar as their 
attitudes or activities have a bearing on the 
question of the guilt or innocence of a man 
now in the death house at Trenton. 

We feel that for the purposes of justice, 
Col. Lindbergh should be considered as sim- 
ply one more person whose testimony, judg- 
ment or memory must be admitted as much 
open to question as that of anyone else. 

The fact remains that Col. Lindbergh, 
himself, in four separate appearances on the 
witness stand has varied from testimony 
that he gave at Flemington. We are 
only interested in the reasons for this 
change. Granting that the Colonel was 
honest in his opinions, we must still ques 
tion the validity of evidence that is obvi- 
ously on such a shaky foundation. 

It is true, Col. Lindbergh and his wife 
have suffered, so have many other people, 
but that is no reason why a man who might 
be innocent—who many people believe in- 
nocent—and who has not been proven guilty, 
should suffer the death penalty. To elet- 
trocute Hauptmann would not recompense 
Lindbergh in any way at all and it might 
permit a dangerous criminal to go unpul- 
ished. These are the reasons for our I 
tense interest in this case.

My dear Mr. Clancy: ; 
On this coast, we are so very interested 
the outcome of your work connected Wi 
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the Hauptmann case, I have no desire to 
go into the criminology aspect of handwrit- 
ing, but last week’s LIBERTY, of date Feb- 
ruary 22nd, 1936, interested me sufficiently 
to use the magnifying glass on the repro- 
ductions of ransom notes, and the outstand- 
ing feature is that the writer of such 
doubtless suffered either from T/b or bron- 
chial difficulties, the looped letters like “e” 
and “1” carrying that symbol- clearly. 
Though the notes had about three i-dots 
each, and such are distinguishing symbols 
not written alike by any two persons, the 
reprints were carefully subject to dotting 
over each “i”’—and then there is that pe- 
culiar discrepancy in spelling—why should 
awriter spell then as “den” and further on 
spell long words like “necessity” correctly, 
and also be able to use the “th” in “father”? 
You may recall that in France the hand- 
writing experts called Captain Dreyfus a 
forger, but later when noted graphologists 
were testifying, it was brought out-that a 
man of Dreyfus’s character could not have 
committed such a felony. Now I’ve noted 
in the published scripts that the writer was 
a weak character, an easy “gusher” with 
the lingual member, lacked force, secretive- 
ness, wariness, A man (or woman) of no 
will power, almost the credulous type, too, 
he or she might have been the cat’s paw for 
a master mind, but certainly not THE mind 
behind the kidnaping. Would the writing 
therefore symbolize a character like Haupt- 
mann who is secretive, not at all hysterical, 
said to be very firm or dogged? 

Exceedingly strange rumors have reached 
our coast for some years, and it is with 
great pleasure that I have read your reply 
to one “Louis Fisher”—and that your true 
motive is to bring a real criminal to justice, 
so that there may be no dastards at large 
after Hauptmann’s execution. That was a 
tolerant, intelligent reply and all your con- 
stituents should rise up and vote a thanks- 
giving. 

I would like to ask you about a statement 
made to me many years ago by that same 
Robert Rembrandt Hill of whom I wrote 
you regarding his labors in horary astrol- 
ogy, which letter of mine was published. 
(Ed. note: letter referred to appeared in 
the January, 1935, issue of American As- 
trology, page 11.) 

I may not quote this correctly, and will 
ask your indulgence if the statement is 
stupidly set forth. You see, I am not an 
astrologer and so many years have passed 
since the information was given by Mr. Hill 
that memory may fail. 

In short, he said that women could not 
conceive save at that period in the month in 
Which the moon was in exactly same posi- 
tion as at time of their birth. I was chat- 


ting with an astrological student here who 
was much interested in the idea and who 
checked up, he told me later, in all cases of 
conception which had come to his attention, 
and found the idea set forth by Mr. Hill 
(and which he had told me was given out 
much more than thirty years ago by a Lon- 
don astrologist) had proved correct. Mr. 
Hill had at that time humorously touched 
on birth control and said that if the dear 
deadlies of the species would only have a 
chart set up and would exercise care during 
the said moon aspect—they could escape 
consequences unpleasant to them in marital 
relationships. 

This isn’t written for publication, but if 
you have a desire merely to set up the 
query and an answer—it might be of in- 
terest to readers like myself. 

And finally, I hope for the sake of justice 
—everything will be uncovered and that if 
there are any persons interested in protect- 
ing themselves at ANY financial cost—they 
may be dragged into the spotlight. The 
man in the street is distrustful, he doesn’t 
believe what he has read in magazines and 
newspapers about the trial. Colonel Lind- 
bergh no longer enjoys wide-spread popu- 
larity . . . and there are many who have 
said to me that they disliked the publicity 
given his trip abroad which brought out 
that “the Colonel had to leave this country 
of crime in order to protect his family’”— 
that his residence abroad was the outcome 
of our laxity in bringing criminals to jus- 
tice. True, he is a world-renowned individ- 
ual, but after all, there are many who have 
gone through the kidnap strain and who have 
remained in our land fearlessly. It’s not a 
case of protecting only those of wealth and 
position but of protection to every family 
which should be taken into consideration. 
One baby is as precious as another. A rep- 
utation may be in danger of being kidnaped 
quite as easily as a human being. It costs 
a lot of money in either case.

Dear Mr. Clancy: 

I know of no higher compliment to pay a 
man than that of your critics who decry the 
stand you have taken in the Hauptmann 
ease. These people attempt to heap con- 
demnation on your head because you have 
taken action in the cause of justice, and by 
their attitude show their willingness to-see 
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butchered—a man whose conviction was 
secured by every foul trick known to legal 
practice. 

The ends of justice can never be served 
by such procedure. If the Courts of the 
State of New Jersey be allowed to get away 
with the farcical opera staged in the trial, 
then one must conclude that honesty has 
fied our land. 

I do not contend that Hauptmann is either 
guilty or innocent, but that the procedure 
used to secure his conviction looked like a 
plain case of railroading to satisfy the ego- 
istic urges of the prosecution, or perhaps 
better, persecution. 

You are to be highly commended for the 
stand you have taken, and present develop- 
opments prove that it was more than justi- 
fied. 

It is to be hoped that the reaction will have 
a wide effect in bringing the principles of 
actual Justice and Fair Play into the Courts 
of the land. 

The move was made and is—Humanita- 
rian, and those who criticize that angle but 
render a confession of weak savagery as 
part of their own nature, and compliment 
you the more because of the criticism.

GASTON B. MEANS 


At the time of going to press (March 
25th) the New York Daily Mirror carries 
an announcement to the effect that the 
Federal Government is again entering the 
Lindbergh case, by reason of a written con- 
fession by Gaston B. Means, sent to Hon. 
Homer S. Cummings, U. S. Attorney Gen- 
eral, 

Incidentally, the Mirror also carries a 
headline “MEANS CITES BRUNO,” and 
then goes on to state that Means had made a 
confession in which Bruno Hauptmann was 
named as the contact man in the crime. We 
wish to correct this statement. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Means states quite the contrary 
in his confession. We are not at liberty, of 
course, to publish the full text of this con- 
fession, since it is of a more or less con- 
fidential nature at the moment, but, we do 
fee] impelled to quote this much at least of 
Means’ statement 


“Bruno Richard Hauptmann could 
not be guilty of the charge for 


which he was convicted, because 
he was not present on the night 
of March Ist, 1982, nor had I 
ever heard of Hauptmann at that 
time.” 


In view of this most recent development 
we feel that we are now at liberty to give 
the key names mentioned in our published 
affidavit of Thomas F. Rice, which ap 
peared under the heading “New Lindbergh 
Evidence” on page 10 of the January 
1936 issue of the American Astrology 
Magazine, as follows: 

Mr. “O” was Gaston B. Means who edl- 
lected $104,000 from Evalyn Walsh Me- 
Lean upon his promise to return the Lind- 
bergh baby unharmed. Mrs. McLean ad- 
mitted to us that Gaston B. Means offered 
to sell her $49,000 of the ransom money 
for $35,000. Mrs. McLean refused to handle 
the money. The $104,000 she paid to 
Means was her own. She has never been 
reimbursed. 

Mr. “X,” as we have already stated, was 
Thomas F. Rice, former Department of 
Justice agent and member of the Bar in 
New York State. 

Mr. “S” was Palmer Canfield, formerly 
Prohibition Administrator for the Southern 
District of New York and one time mayor 
of Syracuse, N. ¥Y. Palmer Canfield later 
met a mysterious death and for some rea- 
son, the coroner refused to sign the death 
certificate. 

Mr. “V” was Richard VanCott, son of 
— New York City Postmaster Van- 

ott. 

The identity of “Y” and “Z” is not 
known—only a description is given by 
Thomas F. Rice. 

At the request of the mentioned Treas 
urer of a certain New England educational 
institution, we are still withholding his 
name. He is a former naval officer and his 
name is known to the proper authorities. 
We interviewed this gentleman in Boston 
before the January story was written. 

In conelusion, while Means absolves 
Hauptmann, he does however name Isidor 
Fisch as having had a part in the crime. 

He further states that the child was alive 
and well in Washington, D. C., on Mareh 
@nd, 1932, which sort of “does things” to 
the summation of Attorney Gen 
Wilentz, at Flemington, wherein the At 
torney General in his gladstonian enthusl- 
asm—as Disraeli would say “overcome by 
the exuberance of his own verbosity” quite 
forgot what he had said at the opening of 
the trial, blandly stated that this monster 
Hauptmann had gone into the Lindbergh 
nursery with a chisel and had murdered the 
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child in its crib, which incidentally is not 
what the good General set out-to prove at 
all. However, that is probably a mere de- 
tail in the eyes of the Attorney General, but 
it is just such trivial details that determine 
the destinies of men and nations.

HOUSE POSITIONS 


Question :—I am puzzled regarding house 
positions. As I see it, if you set up a horo- 
scope using only the date you will get one 
set of house positions, but if you set up the 
same one, taking into account the hour 
of birth, you will get a different set of 
house positions. 

For example: Setting up my own, and 
using the date only, puts the sun in the 
first house; but if I set up one taking into 
account the hour of birth (10:00 a.m.) then 
the whole planetary set-up shifts around to 
fit the hour and the sun is somewhere near 
the line between the 10th and 11th houses. 

What really determines house position? 
Does the hour and minute of birth, fix it, 
and if so of what value are house interpre- 
tations, where the time is lacking?

Answer :—The .exact minute of birth is 
what determines the house positions in the 
horoscope. Where this time is!not known 
we use what is called a Solar Chart, placing 
the Sun on the ascendant. In‘ both cases 
the house positions should be read, the only 
difference is that where the hour is known, 
we have a more personal pattern. Obvi- 
ously that determined by the Sun position 
alone, would apply to anyone born on that 
day anywhere. Naturally this general pat- 
tern is less individual but should not be 
ignored, because it is nevertheless import- 
ant as indicative of the underlying char- 
acteristics. But when the hour is known 


. this general pattern will be modified accord- 


ingly, they should, in fact, be read together, 
one conditioned by the other.

Answer:—I feel that it is not fair to 
yourself, or to astrology, for you to form a 
judgment upon such insufficient data. 

With regard to the article you mention, 
in the Literary Digest, you must under- 
stand that the person who wrote it, knew 
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nothing at all about Astrology, and the 
opinion of someone who knows nothing at 
all about the subject, certainly can not be 
of any value. 

Personally, I never trouble to argue about 
Astrology with people, for the simple rea- 
son, that it is useless. I always recall to 
mind, the reply of Newton, who when ap- 
proached, by someone in a_ contentious 
mood, on the subject of Astrology, Newton, 
who had studied the subject thoroughly and 
who had thereby established the validity of 
Astrology, and in fact, who, in his spare 
time, practiced Astrology, replied, “Sir, I 
have studied the subject you have not,” 
that ended the argument. 

It is also a matter of record, that Bishop 
Butler, author of “Butler’s Analogy of Re- 
ligion,” once undertook to prepare an ar- 
ticle, refuting Astrology. It was his plan 
to end the discussion once and for all, by 
advancing such arguments as could not be 
answered. In order that he might do a 
good job, he decided to study Astrology, so 
that he might be thoroughly familiar with 
the subject he was discussing, and after 
studying Astrology, for a time, wrote, in- 
stead, a master treatise, in defense of it. 

The only suggestion that I can make to 
you, that would be of any value, would be 
that you study the subject and become fa- 
miliar with it, and then you can be sure 
your judgment will be founded on adequate 
knowledge.

LUCKY COLONEL 


Colonel Schwarzkopf on February 
15th, 1935, in an interview with a New 
York Journal Reporter made the fol- 
lowing statement: “I have gained a 
friend” he explained. “There is nothing 
I wouldn’t do for Colonel Lindbergh— 
there is no oath that I wouldn’t break 
if it would materially help his well 
being. There is not a single man in my 
outfit who wouldn’t lay down his life 
for Col. Lindbergh.” This statement 
can be found on page 6 of the New 
York Journal of February 15, 1985. 


Such loyalty to the ideal of friendship is 
always commendable, but in a public servant 
it would be more inspiring were it less dan- 
gerous from the point of view of Public 
Policy. 

Quite apart from the practical aspects of 
the situation, from the point of view of Col. 
Schwarzkopf, it would seem to us, that Col. 
Schwarzkopf’s first duty is to the Taxpay- 
ers of New Jersey, who entrusted him with 
the solemn pledge to uphold the law for 
their protection. Col. Lindbergh, as a resi- 
dent of that state, was entitled to his share 
of that protection—no more and by the 
same token—no less. 

For Col. Schwarzkopf to place the well 
being of Col. Lindbergh (or of any other 
individual) above that of the rest of the 
citizens of New Jersey, is to run the risk 
of betraying a trust vested in him by the 
people of New Jersey, who have a right to 
expect “equal justice’ from their public 
officers, 

When a public officer states flatly that he 
is prepared to break any oath in the i- 
terests of a personal friend that officer's 
usefulness as a public servant would seem 
to be considerably decreased to say the least.

ROOSEVELT 


To the Editor: 
Dear Sir: 

Articles in “American Astrology” inter- 
preting the horoscope of President Roose- 
velt always lead to considerable argument 
among local readers because of the wide 
divergence of professional astrological opin- 
ion as to the political future of Roosevelt. 

One group of chart-analysts predict his 
overwhelming reelection, while W. D. Jamie- 
son in the March issue, for instance, con- 
cludes his diagnosis with the following 
résumé: “It is now the President’s ‘evil 
hour.’ He may never sound retreat for he 
is grim and daring. But the country’s des- 
tiny calls for a new President and Leader.” 

The point I wish to make is that this is 
also the opinion of a surprising number of 
engineers, architects, scientists and profes- 
sionals of academic education who rate 
above the average in their knowledge of 
sociology, politics and economics, entirely 
apart from their sympathetic acceptance of 
the principles of scientific Astrology. 

The difference in ultimate conclusion lies 


herein, namely, that while certain doubtless 
qualified Astrologers take it for granted 
that the defeat of the Roosevelt régime 
presages the return of a Republican admin- 
istration, while advanced sociologists and 
students of Pyramid Chronology take it that 
if the President is defeated at all, it will 
be by a “Never New-Deal Leader” who will 
PUT INTO PRACTICE, at any cost, the 
fundamental, social and economic changes 
without which Mr. Roosevelt’s high ideals 
and fine visions must inevitably result in 
failure. 

In short, as far as the “intelligentsia” 
with which I came into contact is concerned, 
the preponderant opinion is, that even the 
masses are no longer stupid enough (thanks 
to Mr. Roosevelt’s brilliant propaganda in 
behalf of the New Order) to vote themselves 
back into the cold-blooded industrial and 
financial slavery of which the Republican 
party and philosophy is the political ex- 
pression. 

Several persons of high intellectual rank 
do hold that the impending transition from 
the “Profit System” to the “Service System” 
cannot now be brought about peacefully and 
without violent resistance on the part of 
“Organized Crime” (under which term they 
include gangsters and banksters, racketeers, 
etc.—in short, everyone from the preacher 
who sells salvation to the prostitute who 
sells sensation—all economic bed fellows in 
the last analysis).

Answer: It is, of course, well known in 
astrological and astronomical circles that 
the signs of the Zodiac do not correspond 
to the constellations of the same name. This 
discrepancy is occasioned by the preces- 
sional movements of the equinox, which re- 
cedes from the constellations at the rate of 
approximately fifty seconds of space per 
year. However, all astrological calculations 
are made with reference to the Vernal 
Equinox and the signs of the Zodiac are 
twelve equal divisions of the ecliptic (Sun’s 
path), measured every year commencing 
with the Vernal Equinox and no reference 
is made to the constellations. Therefore, 
the guides should be read as given in the 
magazine. 










A more detailed explanation of this wil] 
also be found in the January, 1934 (page 
23), issue of American Astrology under the 
title “Alphabet of Astrology.” 


TIME 


Question: I am a student in Astrology, 
I have only studied eight years and in this 
time I have tried to be sincere in my ap- 
provals and disapprovals of certain types of 
Astrology. Before I started in Astrology 
I learned Navigation, practical and celes- 
tial; I think that I can say that I know time. 
Navigation is an accurate science and I 
see no reason why the same principles can- 
not be applied to Astrology. But from my 
studies all computation of Astrology and 
planets have been more or less a form of 
guesswork. I believe that Astrology should 
not be so, I believe that accurate deductions 
can be obtained providing an accurate blue- 
print or chart is before one. I have found 
that at times my forecasting has been ac- 
curate and then at other times I am clear 
off. Not only myself, but other Astrologers, 
if I may take the liberty to call myself an 
Astrologer. Anyway their deductions are 
not accurate. There is a reason for this 
and I believe that it is due to a faulty 
erected chart, even when the time (local) is 
known. It is this error that I want to ask 
you about. 

I use Raphael’s Astronomical Ephemeris, 
which is calculated for MEAN Noon at 
Greenwich, with the Mean Obliquity of the 
Ecliptic any year, 23° 26’, ete.” Also I use 
Dalton’s tables of houses. By the way, is 
the American Ephemeris, which you publish 
in your Magazine AMERICAN ASTROL- 
OGY, computed for Mean Time or Civil 
Time? You do not say. 

In Raphael’s Astronomical Ephemeris, all 
calculations are for MEAN Noon at Green- 
wich. In this word MEAN lies a question, 
which if I am correct in my thinking, should 
be corrected by the equation of time. 
Thereby getting the correct position of the 
M. C. as it really is. I am assuming that 
the M. C. is the same as the highest angular 
altitude the sun reaches, If this is correct 
the equation of time must be used for ac- 
curacy, but I do not know if this is correct 
or not. In other words, I do not know how 
Raphael’s Astronomical Ephemeris is com- 
puted. If the error of the sun’s motion 1s 
corrected in the Ephemeris, it seems to me 
everything is just guesswork. One hits and 
one misses. 3 

I refer you to “American Practical Navi- 
gator” by Bowditch (1929), page 110, para- 
graph 274, which says:

the most well liked signs of the zodiac, Leo. 
According to “The Secret Doctrine,’ Leo 
signifies life. This perhaps is one reason 
for the general interest in this sign. One 
quality which all men share is the quality 
of life. In “The Secret Doctrine” Vol. I, 
page 233, we read “The hierarchy of crea- 
tive powers is divided esoterically into seven 
(four and three), within the twelve great 
orders, recorded in the twelve signs of the 
zodiac; the seven of the manifesting scale 
being connected, moreover, with the seven 
planets. All these are subdivided into num- 
berless groups of divine spiritual, semi- 
spiritual, and ethereal beings. 


Vot. I., PAGE 234: 


“The highest group is composed of the 
divine flames, so-called, also spoken of as 
the fiery signs, and the lions of life, whose 
esotericism is securely hidden in the zodi- 
acal sign of Leo. It is the nucleole of the 
superior divine world. They are the form- 
less fiery breaths, identical in one aspect 
with the upper sephirothal triad, which is 
placed by the kabalisis in the archetypal 
world.” 

Leo is said to describe the second period 
in the development of the earth. Leo indi- 
cates the second sub-race of the first root- 
race. For those not familiar with the idea, 
let us state that we are at present in the 
fifth sub-race of the Aryan fifth root-race. 
It is said that a new race now forming in 
America will correspond to Sagittarius, 
and will be the sixth family race of the 
fifth sub-race Scorpio, of the Aryan fifth 
a which is said to have begun in 

sia. 

From the point of view of the fixed signs, 
Leo shows the awakening into activity of 
the latent force of Taurus. The glyph of 

is the uncoiled dark serpent, showing 
the fiery force acting through Leo. This 
great force can be used for the sake of 
the personal self. This gives us the dom- 
ering and unpopular side of Leo, which 
is charged with being so dictatorial. But 
it may also be used in the service of the 
commonself of man, making the hero, the 
ploneer and the saint. Sometimes these 
two forces manifest in one person at dif- 
ferent times in life. This change may be 
caused by change in the desirability of an

object, and sometimes comes by a flash of 
illumination. In the Legend of The Holy 
Grail, Sir Percival, the Chaste Knight, 
seeks to take the castle from the usurper, 
the King of Castle Mortal. 

King Hermit, the uncle of Sir Percival, 
is told that at the entry of the gateway 
there are two lions, one red and one white. 
He further tells his nephew that the white 
lion is on God’s side, and that he will pre- 
vail through his help. We easily see here 
that the white lion is the symbol of the 
higher self. The red lion is finally van- 
quished by the white lion. 

Thus we see that those Leo dictators, 
who attempt to rule by and for self, are 
working for the red lion instead of the 
white lion. The solar heroes of the ancient 
myths constantly carried the lion symbol. 
Gilgamesh in the lands of the Euphrates 
is pictured holding a small lion in his left 
hand. Hercules is shown in certain coin- 
types strangling the lion of Nemea. 

When we come to the consideration of 
the better known side of the sign Leo, we 
see that Maud Margesson quotes from King 
Lear, “Every inch a king,” and from Ben 
Jonson, “That solemn vice of greatness, 
pride.” Isabelle M. Pagan says that Leo- 
nine virtues and traits are, “A fatherly 
heart, a large mind, benevolence, hospital- 
ity, generosity, chivalry, forethought, a 
wise tolerance, a talent for organization 
and power to radiate health and happiness. 
failings,—Gullibility, love of flattery, lazi- 
ness, self-indulgence, vanity, softness, slack- 
ness.” 

Mr. Carter says that Leo is the principle 
of cosmic splendor, and this description is 
certainly illuminating. I feel that Mr. Car- 
ter understands better than any other 
astrologer of this or any previous time 
those great and deep-rooted principles 
which lie back of Astrology. 

Leo is the fifth sign of the zodiac, and 
is ruled by the Sun. It is a fiery fixed 
sign, and it rules the fifth house of the 
horoscope. Where parts of the body are 
concerned, it rules the heart and back. It 
rules the right eye in man, and the left 
eye in woman. It is the natural ruler of 
love affairs, speculation, the stage, and chil- 
dren. It has a great deal to do with social 
matters, and is said to be related to the 
self, and is connected with desire, feeling 
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and emotion. Faults of character and un- 
fortunate destiny based upon planets in 
Leo, tend to continue unchanged with the 
minimum of alteration through long periods. 
However, conversely, good qualities shown 
by planets in, and aspects to, this sign, are 
never lost. 

The fixed stars in Leo are important in 
character, although only one of them, 
Regulus, is of the first magnitude. Regu- 
lus is one of the twenty brightest stars of 
the heavens. A great deal is known about 
it from an astrological point of view. It 
was one of the four royal stars of Persia 
in 3000 B.C. when as Watcher of the North 
it marked the summer solstice. In the 
first decanate of Leo there are three fixed 
star points which affect the eyes. They 
are the cluster of Praesaepe, of the nature 
of the Moon and Mars in 6 Leo 7, and 
it sometimes causes blindness. If this star 
is rising it denotes trouble to the left eye, 
injuries to ‘the face, violent wounds. The 
North Asellus is also of the nature of the 
Moon and Mars, and is in 6 Leo 25. The 
South Asellus, of the same nature, is in 
7 Leo 36. These two points are said to 
represent the asses ridden by Bacchus and 
Vulcan in the war between the Gods and 
Titans. The braying of these animals 
frightened the Titans and they ran away, 
leaving the Gods the victory. The celes- 
tial beings, as was their wont, showed their 
gratitude by transferring the Asselli and 
their manger, Praesaepe, to heaven. These 
points all give fevers, quarrels, slander, and 
sometimes martial preferment. The sep- 
arate influences of these points have been 
cataloged, but to go into this point is be- 
yond our space limit here. 

There is a fixed star, of the nature of 
Saturn and Venus, in 26 Leo 10, known as 
Alphard. It is in the constellation Hydra, 
and has a southern declination. In the con- 
stellation Leo, and also ia 26 Leo, there is 
a fixed star called Adhafera, and one called 
Al Jabhah, both of the third magni- 
tude and of the nature of Saturn and Mer- 
cury. 

But by far the most dramatic and in- 
teresting star in Leo, if not the most inter- 
esting star in the heavens, is Regulus, in 
Leo 28-48. In June and July, when Antares 
and Spica are both shining, Regulus may 
be found by a line drawn from Antares 
through Spica and extended about 50 de- 
grees. When Arcturus is visible, and not 
too far down, Regulus may be found about 
60 degrees west of Arcturus. Regulus 
comes and goes between seasons, in fact 
it is visible at some time between sunset 
and midnight for eight months in the year. 
It may sometimes be seen a few days before 
Christmas, shortly after nine o’clock. It 












seems a much smaller point of light than 
many of the bright stars. It shines all 
night in January, February, March and 
April. It is so near the Sun in August that 
it can scarcely be seen. 

Although we find that Regulus is not as 
conspicuous to us as some other stars, it 
is one of the very large suns of the uni- 
verse. It sends out a thousand times as 
much light as our own Sun. Incredible as 
it may seem, this star is so far away from 
us that we do not receive its light for more 
than one hundred and sixty years after it 
has started toward us. This means that 
the Regulus we see now was there one hun- 
dred and sixty years ago. It is also con- 
stantly receding, but the time when it may 
fade out of our vision altogether is too 
infinitely far distant for us to comprehend 
it. 

The astrological influence of Regulus is 
as interesting as its astronomical history. 
If rising, the old astrologers said, it gives 
great honor and wealth, but violence and 
trouble, favor of the great, victory over 
enemies. It is ‘the most courageous star in 
the zodiac, giving great stamina, the power 
to rise in life, and the power to come back 
again after failure and defeat. It is 
situated in one of the astrological degrees 
and this is certainly appropriate, for no 
one needs more courage than does an 
astrologer. 

We now take up the character of each 
degree as given by Alan Leo. 

1. Ardent, enterprising, forceful and il- 
luminated; passionate love. 

2. Artistic, sensuous, gifted and subject 
to inspiration; inheritance from father. 

8. Enthusiastic yet diffident, ability in 
speech and letters; friends among brethren. 

4. Powerful will and strong attachments, 
sensitive disposition; enmity in the home. 

5. Self-moved and self-sustained, a strong 
character; retired life.

It would be expected that the individual 
degrees in Leo would be concerned with 
love, rulership, beauty, and probably act- 
Ing. It might also be expected that these 
degrees would have to do with pleasure 
and with indulgence or with overindulgence, 
or overenjoyment of the good things of life. 
In this we are not disappointed. I have 
already spoken at considerable length of 
the fixed stars in the sign Leo. I must 
mention also here that Leo is a very acci- 
dental sign. In that most interesting and 
excellent work by Charles E. O. Carter, 
“The Astrology of Accidents,’ statistics are 
quoted to prove that Leo is an accidental 
sign. I regret to state that Mr. Carter’s 
great work has been little acknowledged or 
appreciated. The tables alone which are 
compiled in this volume are sufficient to 
establish Mr. Carter upon the firm foot- 
ing of scientific achievement. 

In a table on page 20, he has given us 
the sign positions of the ascendant, lights, 
and five planets in 168 cases of accidents of 


all kinds. Where the ascendant is concerned, 





he reports twenty-four out of 168 cases as 
having a Leo ascendant. It is also said that 
in data where infant mortality is concerned 


Leo is also common as an ascendant. There 
is only one other ascendant with a higher 
rate of frequency and that is Sagittarius. 
Let us note that we have two fire ascend- 
ants. When we consider the value of the 
Sun, we find that the Sun in Leo has only 
fifteen counts to its diseredit. However, 
as Mr. Carter has pointed out, there is a 
weak point in all astrological statistical 
work. This weak point is that, in statis- 
ties, we artificially dissect a map which 
exists as a whole, and which has no mean- 
ing except as a whole. 

But let us hurry on now to the considera- 
tion of definite degrees. The area around 
0-Leo is considered as inclining to homi- 
cide. We know of no fixed stars to account 
for this position. Certainly there are none 
of an important magnitude. 65-Leo also 
tends to homicide, but here we are getting 
into a very sensitive area where the fixed 
stars are concerned. 6-Leo has to do with 
sight and these, of course, are the well 
known points in early Leo. We must not 
forget to notice here that the Moon’s North 
and South Nodes are intimately and vitally 
concerned with blindness. In making our 
investigation we must always be sure that 
we attribute the right cause to any effect. 
The squares of these points, I mean the 
Nodes, are extremely important. The posi- 
tion of 5-Leo is also said to be important 
in aviation accidents. An aviator named 
Kenneth George Murray, born at Edin- 
burgh on the 14th of September, 1908, at 
1:15 p.m., crashed to death on June 13, 
1931. He had Venus im Leo-5. Leo-3 has 
been considered as a degree of biliousness. 

Bladder afflictions have also been at- 
tributed to certain degrees i . Leo. Linnaeus 
was born at Roshult, South Sweden, on 
the night of 12th/13th May, Julian 1707, 
“between 12 and 1 in the night.” He died 
of ulceration of the bladder in 1778. 
Uranus ruler of the 8th house was in Leo-9} 
afflicted. 

The Army and Navy, perhaps through the 
horoscopes of its commanders, seems also 
affiliated with Leo-9. Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, born Waterford, 5 a.m., the 10th of 
February, 1846, had the Moon in Leo 8-32. 

While discussing the degrees, it would 
not be out of place to state here that, 
according to George White, Neptune has 
its Node in 10-Leo-27. With regard to the 
degree of 9-Leo, let us note what Alan Leo 
says about it, particularly with regard to 
journeys. 8-Leo has been stated to have to 
do with anaemia and hearing. 9-Leo is 
also connected with alcoholism. 

Perhaps our study thus far of these de- 
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grees has not seemed to be of a very con- 
structive or interesting character. In this 
connection we must note that bad occur- 
rences, unfortunate characteristics, and 
tragedies are always more easily studied in 
Astrology than are indications of happi- 
ness, content, and good cheer. This is 
doubtless because the more dramatic horo- 
scopes have been preserved, and are pub- 
lished on account of these very dramatic 
qualities. Unfortunately people in general 
find more interest in tragedy than they do 
in “sweetness and light.” Happy people are 
frequently not dramatic or arresting. When 
I say this, I mean interesting as astrolog- 
ical studies, 

When we come into the realm of the sec- 
ond decanate of Leo we find many more 
pleasing examples. For instance, one of the 
most desired attributes throughout the 
world is that of beauty and itis quite 
appropriate that we should find that degree 
here, 12-Leo verging on 13 is known as 
that degree which gives the most attractive 
personal appearance. Lily Langtry, ad- 
mired of kings and rulers, as much for her 
beauty as for any other reason, had Mars 
in 13-Leo. Robert Devereux, second Earl 
of Essex, was very good looking (N.N. 
584); he had his ascendant in 14-Leo. 13- 
Leo is also considered as the degree of 
literature. 

17-Leo is known as the aviator degree and 
has to do with air and gas. 19-Leo rules 
the back and 20-Leo is known as the de- 
gree of faith. From 18- to 22-Leo denotes 
medical ability. 22-Leo has to do with ap- 
pendicitis, and 23-Leo is a stage degree. 

We must notice that degree which rules 
comedy in particular is 21-Leo. The de- 
grees from 20- to 25-Leo have, in some 
cases, a very bad reputation, since they are 
connected with homicide. 25-26-Leo is also 
an alcoholic degree. 

Let us not forget that referring to the 
fixed stars we now come to the position of 
the mighty Regulus of which I spoke some 
time ago. Regulus, the star of courage, in 
28-Leo-43. The area of the zodiac from 25- 
to 29-Leo is connected with astrology. The 
horoscopes of many astrologers show not 
only one planet but often the ascendant and 
a group of planets in these degrees. Alan 
Leo had Saturn exactly rising in 27-Leo- 
36. 27-Leo is the degree of my own rising 
sign. The opposite points here are also 
stressed as of great astrological importance. 
Some years ago, I published an article on 
the horoscopes of astrologers past and pres- 
ent. The study necessary for this article 
left me in no doubt as to the fact that these 
are astrological degrees. This concludes 
our survey of the magnetic Leo. Leo is

supposed to belong to Virgo. 


signs of the zodiac” perhaps because its 
qualities bring it so much into the public 
eye. 

We now pass on to the next sign, Virgo, 
It would seem almost useless to repeat again 
what I have said so many times before 
about the contrast between the signs next 
to each other. And yet in studying astrol- 
ogy nothing is more significant. According 
to “The Secret Doctrine,” Virgo rules form, 
It is also said to correspond to the differ- 
entiation of sex. Considering the fact that 
Virgo as a sign is not much interested in 
sex, this seems rather surprising. Never- 
theless, all Theosophical literature bears out 
this idea. It may not seem as clear to the 
student as do some of the great Theo- 
sophical ideas concerning the signs. Yet 
Virgo itself is, as we know, always con- 
cerned, in fact almost primarily concerned 
with form. Virgo is said to rule the linga 
sharira, or astral body, which was developed 
in the third round. Virgo is universally 
considered to rule the solar plexus. We 
all know the peculiar vibratory sensations 
which assail us when the astral vibrations 
are upset. This causes almost a physical 
pain in the solar plexus. 

Coming to the more ordinary interpre- 
tation of Virgo, we say that it is a mu- 
table earth sign and that its ruler is Mer- 
cury. It is the sixth sign of the zodiac 
and it rules the sixth house. This sign is 
connected with health, sickness, servants 
and service, and with work. In the mun- 
dane or national horoscopes, the _ sixth 
house has to do with the Army and Navy. 

Maud Margesson says of Virgo, “We are 
the servants.—Ezra 5, 11.” She also says, 
quoting Othello, “For I am nothing if not 
critical.” Virgo is the typical detail sign, 
and it was this to which I referred when 
I spoke of the primary concern of Virgo 
with form. 

When we go back to Egyptian sources in 
that ancient work, “The Book of the Gates,” 
the sixth division in the pathway of the 
Sun is called the Kingdom of Osiris and 
close to the gateway stands the Chamber of 
Judgment, and there Osiris weighs the souls 
who enter his kingdom. It must be noted 
that Thoth is said to be the counterpart 
of Mercury. In these scenes the fettered 
figure of Thoth suggests that the soul is 
weighed in the balance of the lower mind, 
for Virgo ruling the sixth house of the 
natural horoscope is the negative house of 
Mercury. 

The solar hero in this stage is accom- 
panied by twelve Gods, bearing large ears 
of corn, and twelve more with sickles. The 
ear of wheat or corn is a common symbol 
of Virgo and the goddess Istar is especially 
T. Subba 
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Row in his article on the “Signs of the 
Zodiac” has associated Virgo with six pri- 
mary forces in nature; the powers of the 
will and the mind. 

This brings us to the fact that, although 
not generally known, the sixth house of the 
horoscope and the sixth sign are associated 
with magic. This association ties up very 
well with what Subba Row has said. The 
Hebrew letter Yod is also associated with 
Virgo and it is the wand of the spirit or 
the rod of Moses. Here we find another in- 
teresting correspondence in the fact that the 
magician signified by Virgo always carried 
a rod. It is common knowledge among as- 
trologers and students of astrology that the 
signs Virgo and Scorpio were originally one. 

Virgo has never been considered one of 
the popular signs of the horoscope. There 
is a certain injustice in this as Virgo is 
one of our most useful, hardworking and 
helpful astrological signs. However, doubt- 
less the love that Virgo has for perfection 
has worked against its popularity, for they 
not only love perfection but they are will- 
ing to tell everybody else how to get it. 

Speaking of. Virgo, Mr. Carter has said 
in “Zodiac and the Soul,” “‘The Virgo con- 
dition is full of interest, as being the pre- 
selfconscious state. I must quote the maxim 
of a philosophic friend, with Sun and 
ascendant both in this sign: ‘The trouble 
all began when we started to think.’ He 
knows nothing of astrology or any form 
of occult science, but the remark is pro- 
foundly true, even if we quarrel with the 
implication that the trouble is not worth 
while.” 

Virgo, of course, not only rules wheat, 
corn, but also rules orchards and gardens. 
Although Taurus, of course, has to do with 
gardens as spots of beauty. In fact it is 
said to represent the Edenic or Golden Age 
and, therefore, we may call Virgo the sign 
of the Garden of Eden. The student in- 
terested in such points is urged to consider 
the apple, the prohibited fruit of the tree, 
in its relation with Virgo, the natural sign 
of virginity. This sign is the least inter- 
ested of all the twelve in the questions, 
problems, and experiences of sex. 

Taking up the ordinary interpretation of 
Virgo, we know that it is systematic, liter- 
ary, neat, particular, and given to classify- 
ing in all the departments of life. The 
school teacher or librarian of either sex is 
a typical representative of this sign. 

Let us now turn to the fixed stars in 
Virgo and analyze them. They are not of 
such a brilliance or spectacular character 
as the fixed stars in many other signs. 
There are only a comparatively few stars 
within its boundary visible to the naked 
eye. Zosma, a second magnitude star, of 
the nature of Saturn and Venus, is situated 


in 10-Virgo-12. It has not a very good 
reputation in astrological circles and the 
ancients said it gave fear of poison. Dene- 
bola, a second magnitude star also of the 
nature of Saturn and Venus, is in 20-Virgo- 
30. Although it is sometimes said to give 
riches, it on the whole has an unfavorable 
character. Please observe that Denebola 
is not the same as Deneb. Deneb is in 
Capricorn in the constellation Aquilae. An- 
other star frequently confused with this is 
Deneb Adige in early Pisces, and in the 
constellation of the Swan. This has a much 
more favorable character and reputation. 

Copula, the great nebula, is very inter- 
esting in character, and from an astro- 
nomical point of view, important. It is in 
23-Virgo-58. It has the nature of the Moon 
and Venus and gives blindness, defective 
eyesight, strong passions, and hindrances 
and disappointments. Labrum, in 25-Virgo- 
35, has the nature of Venus and Mercury 
and Zavijva in 26-Virgo-2 has the nature 
of Mars and Mercury. The star Markeb, 
of the nature of Saturn and Jupiter in 27- 
Virgo-48, gives piety, educational work, 
and voyages. It seems to be more favor- 
able in character than the other fixed stars 
in this location. 

Let us now turn to the consideration 
of each of the degrees in Virgo as given 
by Alan Leo on page 243, Astrology for 
All, Vol. 1. 

1. Shy, reserved, studious and scientific, 
yet apt to lean on others; wealth by mar- 
riage. 

2. Shrewd and penetrating, a delver into 
mysteries, literary tastes; treachery among 
brethren. 

3. A writer and a dreamer, prolific in 
production and mystical in aims: death 
abroad. 

4. Profound and metaphysical in thought, 
and devoted to profession: love towards 
father. 

5. Acute, practical, and inclined towards 
commercial enterprises of a cooperative 
character. 

6. Ready sympathizer, fond of minister- 
ing to others: trouble through marriage. 

7. Eager intellect, shrewd insight, fecun- 
dity of ideas: brings about own regenera- 
tion. 

8. Cautious and practical, with decided 
financial ability: good fortune through 
travel. 

9. Literary abilities of a high order: 
reverence for brethren. 

10. Frugal and economical, psychic in- 
clinations: friends in the home. 

11. Sensitive and impulsive, inclined to- 
wards serious art: difficulties through love 
affairs. 

12. Self-contained and somewhat self- 
sufficient: decides own employment. 
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18. Spiritual intuitions and lofty ideas, . 


a poet: loss of heritage. 

14. Inclinations. towards oriental cus- 
toms, reserved in speech: danger on short 
journeys. 

15. Philosophic and artistic, well-disposed 
and genial: a foreign home.

17. Many curious ideas, a somewhat can- 
tankerous mind: friends among servants.

19. Persistent in philosophic studies, keen 
insight and enterprising mind; brings about 
wealth of partner. 

20. Commercial ability, with considerable 
intuition in mathematics: wealth abroad.

22. Capable of powerful attachments to 
friends: feelings of a very objective type. 

23. Enthusiastic and impulsive, somewhat

25. Refined and lovable, with keen per- 
ception of sensuous beauty: spiritual in- 
spirations. 

26. Profound in thought and subtle in 
speech, keenly alive to art: danger by road. 

27. Alert and aspiring in mind, having 
much business intuition and “go”: fortu- 
nate in the home. 

28. Deep and reserved, seldom shows in- 
ner nature: reverential disposition. 

29. Kindly and expansive nature, but un- 
certain manner: worry through friends. 

30. Occult tendencies and devotion to the 
spiritual side of life: restraint through 
marriage. 

In studying the individual degrees in 
Virgo we find that those connected with 
chemistry are very prominent. This is not 
to be wondered at as Virgo is the sign of 
doctors and nurses, dietitians and food fad- 
dists, and of those who work with the 
elements of nature. We have said that 
Virgo is the sign of magic and, after all, 
chemistry is magic and ancient magic was 
partly chemistry. It has also been re- 
marked by Liebieg that alchemy “was never 
at any time different from chemistry.” 

Sagittarius has been said to be _ inti- 
mately connected with the belief of making 
gold from silver. The seventeenth degree 
of each sign is said to be very important 
where matter is concerned. Sagittarius-17 
is considered the degree of matter in tran- 
sition, such as heat, flame, ete. Virgo-3 is 


a degree of appendicitis. Virgo-4 is a de. 
gree of asthma. Virgo-8 is considered a de- 
gree of mixing and blending. Virgo-9 has 
sometimes been said to have homicidal ten- 
dencies. On the contrary, Virgo-10 is con- 
sidered to rule purifying, cleansing, refin- 
ing, and reducing to the simplest essence, 

Virgo-11 is considered the degree of 
Astrology. This is well borne out by my 
own investigation. My idea about Astrology 
is that Saturn is one of the greatest indi- 
cators in the charts of astrologers. In this 
Maurice Wemyss bears me out. (The 
Wheel of Life.) 13-Virgo is given two 
meanings, one is the stage and the other is 
feet, diverse but true. 

Mrs. Siddons had Jupiter in 18-Virgo. 
13 and 14-Virgo are usually given as de- 
grees of transformation and versatility. 
These we see are quite close to the same 
connotation of the stage or acting, also 
given as 13. A natural instinct for dress 
is given by the degrees of 7 to 10-Virgo. 
Christian ministers are likely to have 
Virgo-16. This is a degree of symbolism 
and Christ spoke in parables. Maurice 
Wemyss calls attention to the fact that 
the Virgin Mary’s birthday is celebrated 
on September 8th when the Sun is in or 
near the 16th degree of Virgo. Theology 
as theology is indicated by Virgo-10. 

Coming to a more mundane considera- 
tion, let us note that the second decanate 
of Virgo is considered to rule beer, and this 
point is prominent in the horoscopes of 
brewers. 17-Virgo, included in this posi- 
tion, is the degree of gliding or flowing. 
This seems humorous when considered with 
the fact that this area rules beer. 

12 to 16-Virgo is considered as a business 
area. 22-Virgo is a military degree and 
also is said to rule appendicitis. 24 to 26- 
Virgo are degrees of painting. 25-Virgo 
is a degree of cancer. 
said to rule hair dressers. 27-Virgo is 
also said to be connected with diabetis. 

Let me again urge my readers to make 
a set of cards, one for each degree of the 
zodiac. The degrees published in this series 
of articles should be transferred to the 
cards. Then, as I have previously recom- 
mended, put in the degrees of all your own 
planets and the degrees of your friends’ 
planets. For instance, I am born with the 
Sun between 26 and 27-Taurus on the 17th 
of May. The deposed King of Spain, 
Alphonso, is also born on the 17th of May 
another year. I know a number of people 
born on this day. Look up the fixed stars 
in that degree and see whether you think 
that its significance is borne out in the 
lives of those born on the 17th of May. 
Next we will take up the consideration of 
Libra and Scorpio and of their degrees. - 
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Focussin g the Career 


6. FAR as we have any means of know- 
ing, the world has always been growing 
and, therefore, has always been changing. 
The one implies the other naturally, hence 
there is no novelty in the idea of “change.” 
It is a constant condition—one of those 
things like the weather. Everybody talks 
about it, but nothing is done about it. Pos- 
sibly the reason for that is that everybody 
is opposed to changing anything in his 
cosmos, and believes that the best way to 
maintain status quo is to do nothing about 
i, It works for a time, then the dam goes 
out and “Status Quo” is hanging on the 
Back Door of constitutional rights while 
being swept to the sea named Oblivion. 
When the high-tide will be reached does not 
matter now. But we do want to know what 
is going on so that we can do our best to 
prepare for tomorrow. f 

It is hardly possible that there is any 
disagreement with the statement that all 
world problems resolve into one: The prob- 
lem of cultural survival and progress with- 
out war. The solution hangs on the ques- 
tion of how long the jungle law of survival 
of the fittest will remain the balancing 
agent of individual and collective economic 
life. The destiny of the humblest unit of 
miversal mankind wig-wags to the jingoist 
and his blood-drenched economics of war. 
Don’t imagine for an instant that that 
merely contemplates far-away Ethiopia or 
the Mongolian frontier. It is right around 
your corner today, for there is an in- 
trenched sentiment in this country busily 
stirring up a civil war. It is now organiz- 
ing under the beguiling fiction of the 
“American Liberty League.” And it is the 
same crowd who sold this country out in 
the World War, who are fighting neutrality 
Policies, lest the profits of war be denied 
them, and who are vigorously fanning the 
embers of a casus belli with Japan. 

The question is how long before an eco- 
nomics of life will be evolved which will 
Insure security and peace, meaning at what 
Point will the consuming capacity of the 
World absorb all that the natural human 
urge to labor can produce without the peri- 
odie destruction of surplus men and their 
Produce with the instrumentality of war. 

That question concerns most critically the 
Youth of today and what it will make of 
self, as it also will concern unborn chil- 
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dren for quite some time to come. Natur- 
ally its answer is locked in the secrets of 
a growing and changing World. 

In a world of constant change the best we 
can do is to learn to distinguish the phases 
of change just as we distinguish the seasons 
by the Sun, the weeks by the Moon, and the 
days by the earth’s rotation. We ought to 
be able to distinguish the day, week, and 
month, in mass behavior of which changes 
in collective conditions are but the mani- 
festations. Where do we begin? To dis- 
cover that starting point our only resources 
are logic and analogy. We begin at the 
beginning. We measure the day from mid- 
night, the week is measured from the 
Sabbath related to the Moon’s quarters, and 
the year from the re-born Sun of the Winter 
Solstice. There we have our frame. 

With this reference frame we now set 
about discovering if we can what is going 
on in the heavens that generates so much 
confusion and trouble on earth, and how 
long will it last. We must approach it that 
way because of the universal formula that 
whatever happens on earth first happened 
in the heavens—in the fields of cosmic cau- 
sation. There is where electro-magnetic 
forces generate what we know as life and 
its experiences. That field is the womb of 
creation, in which the minutest fragment of 
materiality had its genesis. 

Strictly speaking, every common year for 
northern latitudes begins when the earth 
is at the Winter Solstice, and for southern 
latitudes when it is at what we of northern 
climes call the Summer Solstice. That is 
Winter for southern latitudes. The new 
year begins when the old ends, and that 
logically must be the “midnight” point of 
the year in analogy to the “midnight” point 
at which days end and begin; that is, the 
darkest moment in each cycle. 

Obviously then, the potentialities of any 
given year must be sought in the figure of 
the heavens at the Winter Solstice. The 
common practice of attempting to fathom 
world or regional futurity from the equinoc- 
tial chart is, therefore, easily seen to be 
equivalent to reading a lunation from the 
first quarter of the Moon. And experience 
confirms this indictment of the equinoctial 
chart. There is nothing whatever anywhere 
near the present equinoctial point which 
offers the least clue to the celestial chaos

now being reflected in human affairs, and 
which the examination of any reasonably 
complete star.map will conclusively estab- 
lish, The Autumnal Equinox is also equally 
free of sidereal complications. And that will 
be found true of both for many centuries 
back, There are a few fourth and fifth 
magnitude stars in the offing at each equi- 
nox, but they are too aloof to have anything 
to do with our question. There are always 
some stars around any point in a map into 
which blindfolded one may stick a pin. 
World conditions heaping up for centuries 
may no more securely be pinned on them 
than they may be fastened on the phe- 
nomena within our Solar Family, such as 
cycles of the planets, great conjunctions, 
eclipses, lunations, transits; and so forth. 
To find out what we want to know, a thou- 
sand years or so of history must be re- 
viewed. And when we attempt to work all 
such minor phenomena of great stretches 
of time into our reference frame, we end 
in hopeless confusion. But, when we exam- 
ine the sidereal conditions around our Win- 
ter Solstice, we@have reason to suspect that 
we have stumbled on the Pandora’s Box 
from which world troubles for 1200 years 
back have come. Remember, I said “sus- 
pect.” We are still groping. 

(Note: The following Right Ascensions are 
for 1900). 

(Longitudes reflect correction for the con- 
stellation.) 

For 1200 years our Winter Solstice has 
been moving by precession over a region of 
the world which could well be “The Land 
Which God Forgot.” About 700 A.D. it 
came to conjunction of the celestial mer- 
idian of Easter Island, Sagittarius 19:10 
(R.A. 19:09), with but three degrees of 
latitude between them. This is the longi- 
tude of the Arizona-New Mexico line. 
Shortly thereafter the Norsemen discovered 
the western hemisphere, and since then the 
world has never regained its balance. 

Moving from East to West the Solstice 
next came under the 1st Nebula of Sagit- 
tarius (R.A. 18:49) around 1054 A.D. Con- 
fusion was poured out upon the earth one 
hundred sixty years later in the Magna 
Charter. Humanity was introduced to its 
testings of Liberty. 

Culminating in the year 1336, the Sol- 
stice passed over the longitude of Vega, the 
mystery star and the brightest on this con- 
tinent. In 1390 it passed a Star Cluster 
in Sagittarius (R.A. 18:30). It passed un- 
der another in 1462 (R.A. 18:26). And 


another in 1606 (R.A. 18:18). During this 
stretch of time America was officially dis- 
covered and colonized. 

Figured to the year 1674, the Solstice 
comes to the 2nd Nebula of Sagittarius

(R.A. 18:15). Two stupendous events 
identify this period: (a) The Peace of 
Westphalia, October 24th, 1648, which 


marks the beginning of Modern History and 
established the boundaries of Modem 
Europe, to endure until the World War of 
1914; and (b) the era of Cromwell and 
his virtual gift of freedom to the American 
Colonies, July 4th, 1653. (See “Kabbalism 
of American History,” AMERICAN AS. 
TROLOGY, November, 1933). The World 
War was a long-blended shadow of both, 
to come when another woe was to be let out 
of the box. 

The Solstice is now in conjunction with 
the 3rd Nebula of Sagittarius (R.A. 17:56), 
to culminate in 1966. Allowing one degree 
of precessional effect, dates the beginning 
of this cycle as 1894. In 1900 Saturn passed 
three times over this point, and in August, 
1914, came to its opposition. Probably in 
that we have the “last straw” of compres- 
sive force which, on the principle of the 
= engine, exploded itself in the World 

ar. 

Now if we dip for a moment into the 
“Nebular Hypothesis” (sometimes called 
the “Planetesimal Hypothesis”) we may 
find an associational basis for attributing 
world conditions to the stellar conditions in 
which our Winter Solstice has literally been 
saturated for more than a millenium. 

First we investigate the word “NEBULA.” 
It is defined as, “a faint, cloudlike, self- 
luminous mass of gaseous matter situated 
at the distance of the stars, or very distant 
star clusters often appearing like nebulae.” 
Now we examine the term “NEBULAR HY- 
POTHESIS,” which is defined as, “any hy- 
pothesis according to which the stars or the 
bodies of the solar system have been evolved 
from a widely diffused nebulous form of 
matter.’ Then diagnosing world conditions 
as the mundane reaction to the phenomena 
and the processes defined by the terms, we at- 
rive at the conclusion that they are the con- 
fused, nebulous, chaotic conditions reflected 
from vast construction projects under way 
in the constellation of Sagittarius. And m 
response to such stellar stimuli our world 
is being reconstructed also. 

History makes it quite clear that world 
evolution halted when the Vernal Equinox 
left the shores of Ireland in A. D. O. The 
Atlantic Ocean barred humanity from fol- 
lowing it, although Jason and his Argon- 
auts adumbrated the over-riding of that 
barrier in time. But it was not until the 
Solstice worked deeply into Sagittarius that 
the colonization, development, and construc- 
tion of the New World became a sustain 
pull against the equilibrium of the Old 
World. Since then there has been no world 
balance or world peace, nor can there be 
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uider our hypothesis until the Solstice 
clears this last nebulous region in the for- 
mula year of 1966. But that does not mean 
that any “millennium” will then dawn. I 
have more faith in my stars than those 
who hold that world conditions today are 
of the Aquarian Age. God forbid! What I 
believe will occur after 1966 is that in the 
Congress of Nations there will be a Voice 
of Authority whose word will be Law over 
the whole face of the earth. It is nearly so 
now, for it is to be doubted that any serious 
or prolonged war can occur anywhere to- 
day without this country’s approval and 
assistance, In a very literal sense is the 
balance of power coming to the western 
world, and more and more firmly is the de- 
cision for peace or war passing into our 
hands. 

What does this fleeting glance at past 
and present conditions abroad and at home 
offer of help in the planning and manage- 
ment of our individual lives and destinies? 

It yields just one thought—succint, uni- 
versally acceptable, and intensely practical: 
That individual security and peace are to 
be found only in Self-conscious development 
as opposed to Competitive development. The 
distinction defines the root of social discord. 
Self-conscious development addresses itself 
to the exercise of individual genius with 
a concomitant diversification and beautifi- 
cation of cultural life, whereas Competitive 
development is toward imitative genius with 
only the Dead Sea of “The Unemployed” to 
receive the overplus. I would like very 
much to see our millions of enrollments in 
higher educational institutions classified ac- 
cordingly. The Literary Digest should make 
the poll, the returns from which would not 
fail of enormous social value as indexing 
the intellectual resources of the Tomorrow’s 
races, 

Admittedly the Competitive Urge has 
served this country constructively through 
its formative years. Our prodigious growth 
has come of it. To it is due our weight in 
world affairs. The sustained pull of Sagit- 
tarius for over a thousand years has 
brought the equilibrium of the world to rest 
In its longitudes. These are from 97:30 
west to the Pacific. East of 97:30 is Capri- 
corn, But now that the Solstice promises 
only a few more years of cleaning up the 
debris of its final construction operations 
in the sky, we may therein find our cue to 
set about cleaning up the debris of our 
competitive activities here on earth. That 
ay is come, and those who fail to see it 
have no future except in extinction or 
dependency, 

Self-conscious development, in the sense 
meant here, is exactly analogous to Self- 
Conscious development in every kingdom of 





nature. No flights in metaphysical abstrac- 
tions are needed. The more I have probed 
into those fields in the past, the more I have 
been convinced that there is a lot of founda- 
tion work to be built or re-built first. While 
the masses have been playing with notions 
of some “Prophet’s Paradise” to come, the 
“Smart Ones’ have been more practical in 
bagging the Earth and the fulness thereof. 
It has been a great racket—probably the 
greatest of all times, but we don’t have to 
be either seers or prophets to know that 
it is over. Evidence of it abounds right here 
on earth. And through that very phenom- 
ena we belatedly come to recognize the 
priority of the physical in man’s triune 
self-development. We want the human plant 
to grow straight up as self-consciously as 
a Sequoia, and of which its vertical spine 
is the eternal assurance. The implication 
here is that self-conscious development is 
strictly effortless and non-competitive. And 
that is as it should be. It cares nothing 
about what the other fellow is doing other 
than to wish him well so long as there is no 
invasion or infringement of rights. 

Self-conscious development means giving 
free expression to the solar seed of genius 
or natural talent. In one of the parables 
of Christ, the man sold all he had and with 
the proceeds bought the field in which was 
hid “The Pearl of Great Price”—his divine 
or cosmic genius. 

The accompanying pair of charts show 
the cosmic structure of an eighteen-year- 
old boy who is boiling over to go through 
with that very transaction. Career con- 
sciousness was awakened in him when eight 
years old, since when his ambition has 
steadily climbed. At eight he was to be a 
“doctor,” the family doctor personifying the 
most advanced development within the com- 
prehension of the child mind. In his early 
teens he was going to be a chemist, In 
middle teens he worked like a horse for and 
was promised an appointment to the Naval 
Academy where he would continue his work 
in chemistry. Suddenly all that went blotto 
and there followed a couple of years of 
terrific activity in amateur dramatic work, 
with a stage career certain. That phase 
also ran its course, and now he is deter- 
mined on a full collegiate education. And 
that is exactly what his father had in mind 
for him when pointing him to the “doctor” 
when he was eight years old. The anticipa- 
tion of that very confusion about choosing 
a career, in keeping with the times when 
the train-of-progress had run another 


couple of decades or so, prompted the pa- 
ternal policy of keeping him plastic but 
nevertheless determined. For who knows 
what vocations will be economically avail- 
able when an infant reaches maturity? Had

he been started on a career common to his 
father’s generation, he would have started 
in a rut from which few have ever escaped. 
To that is due the over-crowded and seeth- 
ing competition in the “white-collar” fields 
today. The sufferers in them will be found 
to be invaders and imitators, with little 
if any talent for the work, who went into it 
to make a living—a purely competitive urge. 
And they deserve what they have gotten 
without exception, which in turn rightfully 
comes home to society for promoting the 
condition. 

While the youngster we are studying is 
far enough along to be assured a self- 
sufficient career, he still hasn’t focussed on 
what he will make of himself. That’s a 
delicate piece of work in which help must 
be offered with extreme caution and dis- 
crimination. Here is where “fools butt in 
where angels fear to tread.” 

Chart No. 1 is the Birth Locality Radix 
ain the East, where he still lives. Chart 2 
is the projection of his personality for a 
focality in the West where it is believed 
he should finish his education and come by 
the due process of growth to the proper 
eareer focus. The delayed fixation of that 
and his manifest confusion and uncertainty 
about it are very clearly shown in Chart 1, 
in its absence of aspect between the Sun 
and the MC. In Chart 2 the Residence 
Locality offers the trine of the Sun to the

MC within two and a half degrees—as 
close as can be reached in this country. 
This gives us the basical condition to be 
sought in focussing a career—the closest 
and strongest possible aspects between the 
Sun and the MC. That is the agency which 
gathers and ties the elements of the chart 
into the “well knit bundle of vigorous 
tendencies” recognized as GENIUS. This 
is because the Sun describes cosmic genius 
or natural talent and the MC is its vent. 
If coordinated by strong aspect, even the 
square or opposition, the way is clear for 
free, vigorous, and successful self-expres- 
sion. If there is not this coordination, the 
discipline of growth implied in the word 
“focus” is wanting and life goes to seed 
or a social in some way or other. The 
potentials of this boy’s chart carry assur- 
ance that he will hardly go to seed. But 
he could get away on the wrong foot under 
the compulsion of the forces behind those 
assurances. He could, in fact, cut a weird 
swath if swung to the non-constructive ex- 
pression of his chart. Mars square Venus- 
Neptune is an abiding threat of it, with 
the opposition of Uranus to Sun-Saturn 
assuring a personal code of laws extremely 
dangerous for those personifying the Gor- 
gon-headed latencies of that triple entente. 
Most uneasy will rest the crown of who- 
ever becomes his queen. 

And in those two figures we find the 
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focal activities of his chart, for the square 
and the opposition must be read as the 
“creative complexes” of life. As against the 
“pleasure principle” of the trines and sex- 
tiles, they signify the centers from which 
“pain” will come. The friction generated in 
them produces the energy and the power for 
achievement. Life must work the pain off. 
Toil is balm. Naturally, then, they are not 
to be fought. They are to be directed, and 
that is our job with this young fellow. 

Any combination of Venus and Neptune 
is the signet of a dramatic artist, of one 
who literally finds a haven and a heaven in 
the emotional realm which the drama pro- 
vides. Dramatic genius does not express 
itself in the mere acting of a part. It lives 
it, finding within itself all of the attributes 
of the character portrayed. That is why the 
careers of most motion picture stars are so 
short. Their lives are too shallow to yield 
up enduring human appeal. They have a 
little bag of tricks which are soon dated. 
But the emotional resources (and the only 
universal and everlasting human appeal is 
the emotional) of the Venus-Neptune alli- 
ance are as limitless as the stars of heaven. 
But it suffers terribly from a sort of chronic 
disillusionment through its inordinate ca- 
pacity for idealizing life in minutae. This 
may lead to serious and unhappy conse- 
quences in a weak chart wherein there is 
not the focus to produce the iron will to 
make dreams come true, But when strongly 
focussed in the drama, the life will be full 
and complete. 

It will not be difficult to see the root of 
the existing confusion in this young man’s 
life. Besides the absence of the Sun-MC as- 
pect, the Saturn-ruled MC in Chart 1 is 
combatting his natural tendencies—opposing 
his individualistic or self-conscious develop- 
ment (Uranus) and beclouding with its 
leaden hues the dramatic (Leo) tendencies 
of his solar inspiration, and thus defeating 
the Mars-Venus-Neptune objects of his pre- 
occupations. A discouragingly static con- 
dition will have most likely prevailed all 
along, or will have appeared to prevail to 
the impatient spirit disclosed in the chart. 
And it will continue to dog him until he 
evolves into Chart 2. In a word, that chart 
describes where and how his life must be 
lived to make the most of himself by his 
own standards. That setting provides the 
free exercise under complete focus of a very 
intense life, 

Bearing especially on the mobilization of 
the entire resources of a life in the service 
of a Focussed Career is the house placement 
of the “Creative Complexes.” It is second 
in importance only to the Sun-MC coordina- 
tion previously discussed. It appears best 
to bring these centers into the strongest pos- 


sible houses. In the East (Chart 1) the 
Mars-Venus-Neptune figure falls in the 2nd 
(Wealth and Property) and the 6th (Occu- 
pation as the 2nd house feeder). From the 
practical viewpoint, these are the last de- 
partments of life in which we would want 
these temperamental effects to fall. They 
could easily enough spell a lifetime of want. 
In the West (Chart 2) this figure is brought 
into the 1st and 4th houses—logically to be 
read as bringing them into subjection or at 
least under firmer control. The Uranus- 
Saturn-Sun axis also swings into the regions 
of the ist and 7th from their cadent position 
in Chart 1. From a potential “victim of 
circumstances” a very dominant life is pre- 
figured. 

The MC comes under Aries and Mars, thus 
very surely promising the fulfillment of the 
destiny described by Mars with its Sun, 
Venus, Neptune, Jupiter and Pluto support. 
The Solar Genius, assisted by Mars, Jupiter 
and Pluto, and in close trine the MC, is 
abundantly fortified to turn its Saturn- 
Uranus inhibitions into constructive chan- 
nels. And the elevated Moon, ruler of As- 
cendant, in close trine to it, and in comfort- 
able orb trine the Cancer planets, assures 
the development of a personality of great 
popular appeal. Spirit (Sun), Moon (Mind) 
and Ascendant (Person-ality) obviously are 
splendidly coordinated. 

It is hoped that this effectually demon- 
strates how law and order may be brought 
into an individual life despite world con- 
fusion. One at a time is slow, but that is 
fast enough at this juncture. However, in 
comparative studies it must be kept in mind 
that these are astro-locality charts corrected 
for the constellations with the methods given 
in my two-part article “The Geocentric 
Clock” (March and April AMERICAN AS- 
TROLOGY). Students may cast the ortho- 
dox charts with the data given, conditioned 
on which I will welcome comparative judg- 
ments and recommendations in the case.

At this Full Moon of May, Mercury is in 
conjunction with the great star Aldebaran, 
one of the four “Royal Stars” of Persia, 
which in this ancient land marked the Ver- 
nal Equinox; and thus is said to be of 
Martian character. Mercury is placed at 
the Full Moon on a degree symbolizing the 
revolutionary stirrings preliminary to the 
building of a new order; a degree of pro- 
test, and of revolutionary organization. 
We may expect great mental-spiritual up- 
heavals during the passage of the Sun 
through the sign Gemini! This can even 
be interpreted as a new “descent” of cosmic 

power. 

In May, following after the Sun, Venus 
makes the same three great creative con- 
tacts {with Uranus, Neptune and Saturn). 
Venus here represents the fruition of ex- 
periences. Those that were well fulfilled 
bring the nectar and honey of spiritual 
consciousness, or the beautiful forms of in- 


spired art, or the finer emotions of com- 
passionate love. Where experiences have 
been unfilled and shirked, there arises in 
the mind confusion and a sense of dismay or 
failure; or the pressure of social reproba- 
tion. 

This becoines evident with the new Moon 
of May 20, at the very threshold of Gemini, 
the sign in which will occur a month later 
a fateful eclipse of the Sun, conjunction 
the great star Betelgeuze. On May 20, the 
new Moon is in conjunction with the 
Pleidades, and at this time Mercury almost 
stationary makes an insistent square with 
Neptune, on Uranus’ North Node; just as 
it had made the same kind of a square with 
Uranus in mid-February. The strong and 
creative individuals may make inspired 
plans which will bring revolutionary con- 
cepts to the world freeing man from old 
illusions. .Others will be sadly confused. To 
all it shall probably mean tests of some 
kind—spiritual or financial—, as Saturn 
and Jupiter make a square, just as they did 
six months before, and as they will do 
again to usher in a stormy Fall.

the value of the quotient 365 (or more ac- 
curately 366%) by 360. 

This fact constitutes the general principle 
of indeterminacy which extends Heisen- 
berg’s special principle of indeterminacy 
stating that one can never accurately de- 
termine at the same time the location and 
the speed of a sub-atomic particle. Loca- 
tion here symbolizes selfhood, and speed 
symbolizes process; space and time, once 
more. In astrology, we have likewise to 
concentrate either on selfhood-determina- 
tion or prognostications. Each factor re- 
quires a special type of emphasis, and a 
special type of astrologer. 

Birth-chart and relatively unchartable 
progressions. To some extent at least we 
must choose our polarization and allegiance. 
The highly individualized person will be 
usually more at ease with the determination 
of selfhood through natal symbolism; while 
the person largely influenced by, and an ex- 
pression of collective and racial factors will 
be more naturally attracted toward and 
more successful in prognostication, “horary 
astrology” and fortune-telling. The two 
points of view can of course be integrated 
in a highly gifted personality, but an em- 
phasis of either one or the other will be 
always noticeable. 

The situation, in this respect, is similar 
to that referring to psychological introver- 
sion and extroversion. There is always an 
accentuation one way or another; but the 
determination of the nature of the accen- 
tuation is at times made very difficult be- 
cause “in every pronounced type there 
exists a special tendency towards compen- 
sation for the onesidedness of his type, a 
tendency which is biologically expedient 
since it is a constant effort to maintain 
psychic equilibrium.” (C. G. Jung “Psycho- 
logical Types,” p. 10.) 

The same is true in relation to the ac- 
curacy of a person’s actual response to in- 
dications contained either in the natal chart 
or in the calculation of progressions and 
transits. Some lives will be most ac- 
curately charted by implications found in 
the birth-chart and in those “directions” 
which merely spread out in time the struc- 
ture of the birth-chart. Others will seem 
accurately governed by transits, “secondary 
progressions,” birthday charts—and will 
not seem to “fit in” very closely with a 
birth-chart interpretation. 

The natural conclusion would be that in- 
troverts and highly individualized persons 


live true to their birth-chart and not so 
exactly to their progressions; while with 
extroverts and collectively influenced per- 
sons, the opposite applies. But it is not 
always so. For a strongly introverted per- 
son may be, by virtue of his or her lack of 
ease of functioning in society, at the mercy 
of society: helplessly conditioned outwardly 
by demands made by others, the more he or 
she withdraws inwardly and tries to be 
strictly an “individual.” On the other hand, 
a typical extrovert may be unconsciously 
pulled toward “spiritual” subjects to com- 
pensate for his extroversion, and he or she 
may be utterly helpless and compelled by 
whatever occurs in his inner self, and in 
his or her attempts to be “individual” and 
“different.” Thus transits are often cruel 
to introverts, and “primary” or “Radix 
directions” shattering to extroverts. The 
problem is as complex as life itself. Not 
to see why it should be so, and to depre- 
ciate astrology because it is so—are symp- 
toms of poor judgment and of a total lack 
of understanding of the nature and function 
of astrology.

I SPOKE last month of the significance of 
Mars in Taurus during April, in American 
politics, as signifying the rising of a Farm- 
er-Labor movement which would gain im- 
petus until the election of 1940, when it 
might be expected to be a political factor 
of some importance. 

Mars in Taurus has yet another signifi- 
cance, a world-wide significance, which may 
very probably not be manifest till May.

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latter of them, Gemini, he will meet with 
three dynamically important aspects—the 
opposition to Jupiter, the square to Nep- 
tune, and the square to Saturn. Arriving 
at these aspects, and involving so many of 
the planets of world-leaders, after he has 
laid the ground-work for mischief in the 
fixed and warlike Taurus, ‘almost anything 
might be expected to transpire on a world- 
scene which we hope, but without hope, may 
remain peaceful. 

The Taurus-Mars trouble may be ex- 
pected to germinate in the end of April, 
around the last week, as the Mars of both 
STALIN and HITLER falls under the 
beams of the transmitting Mars. When 
Mars transits Mars in a nativity, the na- 
tive swings into a new cycle of action, and 
it is not always by any means clean, con- 
structive action; it frequently partakes of 
the nature of war. Considered in the light 
of Der Fuehrer’s expressed willingness to 
go to war; in the light of his long period 
of idleness, in which one may assume the 
fires of his Mars square Saturn have been 
banked for future developments, it is not 
too much to expect that he will turn his 
eyes toward the field at this time. Even 
should the Olympic games prevent him from 
actually starting out on some form of con- 
quest, it seems likely that here, at the end 
of April and the beginning of May, will be 
laid the plot for a sortie of the German 
armies .... to the eastward, into Russia. 

Also, at this time, will be laid the ground 
work, or the superstructure (for the ground 
work may already have been made) of an 
Unholy Alliance of Germany with Japan, 
for the avowed purpose of cracking down 
on Russia. The harmony between the stars 
of HITLER and the EMPEROR OF JA- 
PAN is truly remarkable. Note: 

Hitler’s Sun on the Sun and Venus of the 
Emperor 

Hitler’s Mercury on the Mercury of the 
Emperor 

Hitler’s Moon and Jupiter on the Saturn 
and Jupiter of the Emperor 

Such a conformity of planets will make a 
most powerful coalition of interests; and 
it is constructive to note that the powerful 
contacts between these two Fascist, Re- 
actionary powers come in the most reac- 
tionary of the signs, Taurus and Capricorn, 
where they represent (as do the natives 
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of the horoscopes) the welfare of the con- 
servative, vested interests. 

Further, if Stalin was indeed born on 
the 1st of January, 1880, which many ac- 
cept, then Saturn of the EMPEROR OF 
JAPAN is directly on his Sun, and the 
Mars of THE EMPEROR OF JAPAN is 
directly on his Moon .. . the two classic 
signs of enmity. 

Thus, I look, during April’s last week 
and the first week of May, for a drawing 
of lines to the eastward of Europe, in 
which Fascist Germany and Fascist Japan 
will aline themselves against Communist 
Russia. England will lend at least tacit 
support to Russia, due to the influence of 
England’s King, whose sympathies cannot 
go to Hitler. This may lead to a break 
with young foreign Minister Eden, whose 
diplomacy inclines here to give Germany a 
free hand to the Eastward. The idealism 
of Edward VIII will show out magnifi- 
cently, and his leadership will be powerfully 
manifest in shaping the affairs of Europe 
in this, which promises to be a troubled 
time. 

If the Eastern horizon clouds in the first 
two weeks of May, it will be less impor- 
tant to the United States than -the clouds 
that gather in the westward on the last 
two weeks (May 13-31) as Mars enters 
Gemini. I have long held that as long as 
Mussolini is important in the affairs of 
Europe, the isolation of the United States 
is a myth. For his three most dangerous 
planets, Mars, Moon, and Saturn, are con- 
joined in Gemini, near the Uranus, Ascen- 
dant, and Mars of the horoscope of the 
United States; and eventually, he will be 
the instrument of embroiling us in Eu- 
rope’s affairs, actively. Exactly how he 
will do this is not entirely clear, except 
insofar as we are already embroiled by 
the unwillingness of our legislators to pass 
iron-clad neutrality legislation, and thus 
relinquish the profits of war. But as May 
draws to a close, Il Duce becomes increas- 
ingly active, and Europe trembles again be- 
fore the threat of war. If, as I believe, 
Hitler is drawn off to the east, Mussolini 
may take this as a signal to accomplish 
his long-dreamed-of coup in the Balkans 

: and if both Germany and Russia are 
occupied with each other, who will there 
be to stop him? None but England... 
and America. It is unfortunate that 
EDEN’S Mars is on MUSSOLINI’S Sun 
and Mercury, for the best that the young 
Englishman can do in the way of diplomacy 
only serves to inflame Il Duce further: 
EDEN’S Moon conjunction Saturn square 
Mars is no configuration for dealings with 
Mussolini’s planets. He has had his way 
in Ethiopia despite the best efforts of the 












gallant young Britisher, and he will have 
his way again. 

The last weeks of May will reenact in 
Western Europe some of the alinements of 
powers which the first weeks saw drawn 
to the Eastward. If these do not lead to 
war before the end of June, we may breathe 
more easily. But the landing places for 
the dove with the olive branch are getting 
fewer and farther between as the waters 
rise around the Ark of the Covenant of 
the League of Nations. 


THE UNITED STATES 


Tempers will be short, among public -fig- 
ures. Despite Mr. Roosevelt’s best efforts 
to get Congress to go home before the con- 
ventions begin, it looks as if they will be 
still in session . . . or just getting over it. 
Any last-minute business that is rushed 
through after the 13th of May will be 
cause for a whole lot of trouble in the 
future . .. it will return to plague the 
legislators. Plenty of scandal, public and 
private, will be abroad in the land. Al 
Smith will be heard from, plentifully, as 
his Moon is activated aggressively: he will, 
in the end, be heard from to little purpose. 
If the date of the Democratic convention 
had been selected by an astrologer for the 
sole purpose of the aggrandizement of Mr. 
Roosevelt, it could not have been placed on 
a more satisfactory date for the President. 
His nomination is assured, and if anyone 
had any lingering doubts of it, they will 
be dispelled in the last two weeks of May. 
The Roosevelt-Farley forces are hitting on 
all six, and prudent politicians will again 
climb on the bandwagon as they did in

But this will not appear immediately. As 
Mercury turns retrograde on the 20th of 
May, near Mr. Roosevelt’s midheaven, there 
will be a stoppage of forward political 
movement. There will be scandal, threats, 
excursions and alarums. Opposition to the 
president will consolidate, as Mercury 
squares Neptune stubbornly to bring out 
whatever is to be said against him. It will 
be said. It will have its effect. But its 
effect will not be permanent nor, in the 
end, important . . . though it will appear 
so at the time. There will be some bad 
days. An upswing in “prosperity” will 
come to an end. It looks like an engineered 
prosperity ... and an engineered end... 
calculated to show the unsoundness of the 
Presidential program. Prudent men will 
not have any money out in speculative 
ventures at this time. The markets will be 
rocky. “Trust not the Greeks when bear- 
ing gifts” .... have a sharp eye for the 
bitter seeds in the melons that are being

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fits of factual knowledge; inspirationalism 
should be discouraged. 

May 8—An intense nature, capable of 
going far when the mystic and dreamy ten- 
dency is overcome. Teach practical values 
early; there is plenty of native idealism 
which needs the antidote of worldliness. 
With practicalness comes an intense ambi- 
tion and driving force that carries the child 
far in professional fields. 

May 9—Luck here, pressed down and 
running over—this child will take care of 
himself, and maybe of his parents, too 
... practically “raises himself” by his 
bootstraps! High energies, high idealism, 
abundant health and good spirits, quick 
mind: goes far, fast. 

May 10—Material luck, prestige from 
birth; a slight tendency to relax on his oars 
and his income may cause this child not 
to develop to his utmost. But as Ambition 
takes hold, he goes far through idealism 
and practical ability combined in stable pro- 
portions, and may rise to a position of 
considerable authority in social or political 
fields, or the arts and sciences. 

May 11—This is the horoscope of The 
Young Executive—a born leader, a con- 
servative ...a child who will always be 
a joy to have around, sweet, lovable, loving, 
charming. Seems to be born to prestige and 
a fine environment and heredity, and to 
make the most of it easily and without 
much fuss. 

May 12—Here’s the Young Radical! So- 
cial Justice, Rights of Man, what-have-you 
of advanced thinking. A rebel from birth— 
and will give the parents plenty of trouble. 
They should teach him cooperation but 
should be careful not to break the spirit 
... well, that’s a foolish warning—maybe 
they should be careful not to have their 
own spirits broken! This child will find its 
own way... the parents have only to 
guide, not command. 

May 13—Similar to yesterday’s child... 
stubborn, hard to handle, knows what he 
wants: the kind of a child who “insists on 
being spoiled.” Splendid mind, original 
ideas, takes him far in public life or in the 
arts and sciences. An advanced thinker. 

May 14—Swift mental development of a 
precocious nature needs careful training and 
guidance. Education should be carried as 
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far as possible; self-restraint should be 
taught along with reading, writing, and 
'rithmetic. Brilliant critical faculties; a 
sharp tongue that needs curbing. Teach 
cooperation, tact. 

May 15—A lovable and sweet child, 
dreamy, imaginative, and prone to become 
introverted and solitary. Must be taught 
the value of companionship, and should be 
taught not to take himself too seriously. 
Sympathy should be judiciously mixed with 
worldliness in raising this child, who needs 
to be taught the ways of the world, so that 
his sensitive nature will not be hurt later in 
on Combat his tendency to brood and 
sulk. 

May 16—Similar tendencies to yester- 
day’s child, but with more extraversion. In- 
tellect quick, imaginative, expansive, taking 
in large ideas easily. Tendency to abstract 
thinking should be counteracted by train- 
ing in facts and figures. Success in sci- 
ence or the arts . . . some material luck, 
also extravagance. 

May 17—A very powerful nativity, likely 
to get what he wants through simply going 
after it, to the exclusion of everything else. 
Intellectual-artistic type, rather inclined 
to selfishness which, however, is tactful 
enough to escape condemnation. Ability 
develops rapidly with education; makes own 
opportunities. 

May 18—Similar to yesterday, perhaps 
even more original and aggressive. Hard- 
to-handle child; wilful and stubborn, with 
great charm and ability which must be 
allowed to grow and develop. Faith in own 
powers tremendous . . . and justified. Some 
material luck, and an ability to make own 
way in the world. 

May 19. Brilliance, luck, charm, and per- 
sistence ... what a combination! Versa- 
tility so marked it is impossible to determine 
which career this child will follow, but it is 
bound to be successful materially, even if 
he should elect to be a poet, which he easily 
might. Splendid mentality, coupled with 
absolute faith in himself will take him far. 

May 20—Similar to yesterday’s child, 
with perhaps somewhat less flash and bril- 
liance (on the surface) but little less abil- 
ity. Business, politics, law, the arts, medi- 
cine ... anything can provide a sucessful 
career. The native determination will be 
early manifest (parents will call it stub- 
bornness!) and may make this a “hard child 
to raise”. But it’s worth it. 

May 21—Somewhat too amenable to sug- 
gestion . . . will-power and determination 
must be developed. Dreamy, moody, intelli- 
gent—must think less of self and own 
troubles, more of objective, intellectual 
things—and must be taught the value of 
completing what is started. A tendency to 


scratch the surface should be trained out, 
Education should be thorough, and long. 

May 22—Temperament in abundance .., 
a sensitive nature that needs to be taught to 
control thoughts and energies. Likely to 
jump to conclusions and then be sorry, 
Physical over-exertion leads to nervous dis- 
orders. Must be taught moderation and 
concentration. 

May 23—This is a lucky horoscope... 
benefits materially through parents ..., 
path through life likely to be pretty easy 
(especially if a boy) so that talents may 
not need to be fully developed. Should have 
ambition fused into his nature early. Needs 
also to be taught to find an objective and 
concentrate on it. 

May 24—Very similar to yesterday’s 
child; great charm, magnetism, luck. In- 
tellect sharp and quick, but not profound 
unless education is thorough, starts early, 
and continues long. 

May 25—Temperament and idealism—a 
young fire-eater! Loyal and loving, but 
capable of flying off the handle at a mo- 
ment’s notice . .. or with no notice at all. 
Needs training in self-discipline, for best de- 
velopment, which should be along profes- 
sional or artistic lines.

The mind 
slightly inclined to the mystic and imprac- 
tical; should be made to study thoroughly 
whatever he goes into, and not to depend 
on glibness, luck, and charm to get him by.

May 27—Tendency to drift, dream, and 
imagine should be overcome, for the mind 
is exceptionally quick, and can go far in 
intellectual matters when the natal lack of 
purpose is overcome. Very romantic and 
idealistic, which idealism must be given a 
practical bent, a task for parents and teach- 
ers. 

May 28—More markedly dreamy than 
yesterday’s child, but, as compensation, 
with a better balance. This baby can go 
far after the 28th year, when the purposes 
are formed. Prior to this, time should be 
spent in education, and in learning the 
practical values; also in overcoming hyper- 
sensitiveness. 

May 29—Romantic nature, lovable and 
loving child, somewhat inclined to develop 
into a too-easy-going adult. Considerable 
luck in life, in material ways. The mind 
needs training in purposefulness, after 
which this child can go far in literary pur- 
suits. Early training in material values 
is important. 

May 30—Almost too much luck, charm, 
and lovableness . . . an idealist, who finds

Yours are the qualities that best endure. 


O,.. of the surest ways to estimate the 
significance of the present year, with respect 
to an individual horoscope, or with respect 
to the natives of any one sign, is to look 
ahead a few years, and see whither the 
influences are tending. Few things are sig- 
nificant in themselves, isolated from the 
past, or from the future; and conversely, 
everything is significant in terms of what 
it has come from, and whither it is drifting. 
Especially is this true in the case of the 
sign TAURUS which is now under influ- 
ences of more vigor, and of more lasting 
importance, than probably any other sign 
of the Zodiac. 

This condition arises from a combination 
of forces which, beginning with the transit 
of Uranus in Taurus, gradually accumu- 
lates power until in 1940, Taureans will be 
under the powerful triple conjunction of 
Uranus, Saturn, and Jupiter in their natal 
sign. Strengthening this unusual combina- 
tion, Neptune is trine this stellium, from 
Virgo, 

Thus, in the year under consideration, as 

ranus moves definitely into Taurus to 
reach nearly to the middle of the sign by 
May of 1937, Taureans should bear in 
mind that this eccentric and original planet 
is laying the groundwork for an accumu- 
lation of power such as will not return 
again; and that, in the next four years, 
they are likely to make as much forward 
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progress as at any time during their lives. 
The year on which you now enter will be 
in itself a year of awakening of oppor- 
tunity, of emotional stress, of self-knowl- 
edge, and of self-testing—it will be, in a 
word, an exciting and mobile year. But 
above all it is a year which you should look 
upon as a beginning, rather than as an 
end. No matter what success you may meet 
with, or what set-backs you may encounter, 
you should realize that neither success nor 
failure, in 1936-7, is definitive. It is rather 
the foreshadowing of what is to come; for 
in this year, you are being prepared and 
tested, equipped and made ready, for the 
true career which is very likely not to 
begin in real earnest until the middle of 
1940. 

To the patient Taurean nature, this will 
not seem like too long a time to wait—pro- 
vided the rewards can be thought of as 
worth the wait. And in this respect, it is 
not too much to say that by 1940, some 
Taureans will find themselves in positions 
of fame, authority, and prestige—and they 
will be able to look back and realize that 
the groundwork for this rise, which may 
greatly exceed their fondest dreams, was 
laid in the years 1935-6-7, as the planet 
Uranus entered their.birth sign, and moved 
forward to awaken in them that broadened 
viewpoint which in the end is responsible 
for their success. 
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Thus, to be specific, the watchwords of 
the Taurean in this period must be Pa- 
tience, Self-knowledge, and Self-develop- 
ment. 


Neptune in Virgo, fifth house of the Taurus 
solar horoscope, opposed by 

Saturn in Pisces, from the eleventh house 
of the Taurus solar horoscope. 


The influence of Neptune as he transits 
your fifth house will be such as to create 
some confusion in your emotional life. 
Things will not be clear to you; ideals 
will become muddled; love, sweethearts, 
young people, social matters, will present 
difficulties that have to be solved ... and 
Saturn hangs like a heavy weight over 
you, making it difficult for you to express 
yourself, and creating the likelihood of 
quarrels that arise through misunderstand- 
ing of motives, or through your inability 
to make yourself properly understood. Your 
naturally close-mouthed nature (for Taurus 
is always likely to have some trouble saying 
what is closest to his [her] heart!) is at 
additional trouble to say what you mean; 
and your manner of expression, because 
of Saturn’s position in your eleventh house, 
is likely not to be the most satisfactory. 
You try hard enough to be tactful, but 
somehow it doesn’t work; you are in a sort 
of emotional fog, and you rather expect 
people to understand you. Thus, perhaps, 
you make insufficient effort to make your- 
self understood ... and at the same time, 
you don’t try very hard to understand other 
people. The worst feature of this condi- 
tion is that it tends to make you pretty 
self-centered, in the deep sense. You are 
not selfish in material things; you’ll work 
yourself to the bone for someone else; 
but at the same time, you go about your 
unselfishness with a sort of impersonal de- 
tachment that is very likely to irritate other 
people. You have a lot of things, real or 
imagined, on your mind; you are sensitive, 
touchy, and likely to hold grudges when you 
ought to have things out. You have wells 
within wells of complex emotional woes, 
many of which are merely the figments of 
your own imagination, and have no espe- 
cial basis in fact. But for all that they 
can make a good deal of unhappiness and 
trouble through intruding themselves in 
everyday matters where they have no busi- 
ness. The idealism of Neptune here be- 
comes perverted to purely personal uses. 
You expect ideal conditions ... but in- 
stead of working to make conditions ideal, 
you are likely to relax.and mourn (to your- 
self) that they are not so. You want to 
be loved and understood . . . but instead of 
expressing yourself in such a way as to be 


understood and loved, you sit back and feel 
sad because you aren’t understood. ... In 
other words, the idealism of Neptune takes 
the negative, querulous, discontented form; 
you grieve for what is not, instead of going 
out and getting it, or making the best of 
what is. This is the insidious action of 
Saturn, who by his opposition to Neptune 
tends to turn his action negative instead of 
positive, 

Forewarned is forearmed. You can very 
easily overcome this difficulty, which is 
really a state of mind, rather than any- 
thing tangible in your life, or in your en- 
vironment. The simp‘est way to overcome 
this difficulty is to get outside yourself— 
objectify—stop taking yourself so seriously, 
and try to find out what the problems of 
other people are. You will probably find 
that there are people around you who need 
your help and sympathy a good deal more 
than you need theirs .. . and that through 
being sorry for yourself, or through being 
too absorbed in your own private thoughts, 
you have been missing out on the thoughts, 
ideas, and activities of those around you. 

Whatever confusion is in your life at this 
time, you will find is almost completely 
dissipated as soon as you start thinking 
in terms of others, others’ probelms, others’ 
emotions, and others’ ideas. For it is very 
true of you at this time, that the world 
around you is a far more inhabitable place 
than the world within you, which tends to 
be self-centered, sentimental, and somewhat 
self-pitying. Find the clue to your troubles 
in the world around you... and you will 
discover that your ideals and your inner 
wishes take care of themselves, as you 
apply yourself to work, and to the prob- 
lems of others, in forgetfulness of self. 
This is truly a time when “he who loseth 
his life shall find it; while he who seeketh 
his life shall lose it”... which was the 
way the Great Teacher took to say that 
too great absorption with self leads to woe 
and defeat, while forgetfulness of self leads 
to self-fulfillment. 


URANUS IN TAURUS, ON YouR SUN 


However, as a native of Taurus this year, 
you are coming under an influence that 
ought to act as’a quite effective antidote 
for the self-centered tendencies of Neptune 
in Virgo in your fifth house. The Uranian 
influence on Taureans has been negligible, 
up till now, except on those whose birthday 
falls from April 20 to April 27th, for since 
his entry into the sign in March of 1935, 
Uranus has not gone beyond the fifth de- 
gree. Thus the insidious influence of Nep- 
tune, with his bewildering and self-center- 
ing effects on the emotions, has had a chance 
to get in his work tninterruptedly, aided 
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and abetted in his nefarious numbing of the 
consciousness by the opposition to Saturn 
which, in the first month of 1936 has cre- 
ated quite something of an emotional prob- 
lem for you. However, Uranus now moves 
forward again, reaching the 9th degree of 
Taurus in August 1936; and the 13th de- 
gree by July of 1937; and therefore; in the 
year now under consideration, all Taureans 
except those born from May 14th to May 
20th, will come under the electric stimulus 
of this most awakening and progressive 
planet. And, I repeat, it is difficult for any- 
one to stay self-centered, or introverted, or 
very much occupied with his own troubles, 
when Uranus transits his Sun! 

For the effect. of Uranus is electric, stimu- 
uating, extraverting, original, creative, and 
humanitarian. He brings things to you from 
the outer world, suddenly, impetuously, in- 
spiringly: he makes things happen to you, 
and within you, and all around you: he 
forces you to take stock of what is going 
on, and of your relation to it: and he forces 
you to take aggressive and constructive ac- 
tion, in objective and material ways. He 
will not. endure lethargy, laziness, or inac- 
tion—in some way or other, whether you 
like it. or not, you will be forced to do things. 
And if to the opportunities that abound here 
around you, you add that self-knowledge 
which now should blossom magically out of 
the long slumber that has erstwhile been 
induced by Neptune, you will find yourself 
more, originally’ creative, more actively in- 
tellectual, more satisfyingly romantic, more 
loved, and more loving, than you have ever 
been in your life. Your magnetism in- 
ereases by leaps and bounds: you will be 
amazed by the way people fall in with your 
plans, by the welcome you and your ideas 
are accorded, by the aura of consequence 
that surrounds you. People will seem sud- 
denly to recognize your worth—a worth 
which you have always been conscious of, 
and which you have perhaps dispaired of 
ever getting across to the outer world. Yet 
precisely here, you will discover that you 
are able to get your worth across to the 
outer world, because you. are in a new and 
important sense, for the first time becoming 
realistically aware of the outer world. You 
are beginning here to understand other 
people, to care about other people objec- 
tively, to understand them, their aims, 
wishes, desires, motives, strengths and 
weaknesses. And directly in proportion as 
you fix your interests in other people, and 
mm the demands and interests of the world, 
will the world recognize you and your 
worth. You will begin to be “appreciated” 
here, beeause you are beginning to appre- 
tlate others. You will grow in popularity 
here, because you are more conscious of 


the goodness and worth around you. You 
will grow in success, here, because you will 
begin to discover the way by which the 
world expects you to arrive at success. You 
will learn, and profit by the lesson how 
much success depends on human relation- 
ships ... and how much human relation- 
ships depend for their success on your un- 
derstanding of others. You will learn here 
the greatest of all lessons of human rela- 
tions and human conduct: that no one was 
ever misunderstood, or unappreciated, who 
properly understood and appreciated, others. 
Everyone understands and loves a Lincoln, 
a Jesus of Nazareth, because they under- 
stood and loved everyone. It is the out- 
reaching spirit that eventually draws people 
to it . . . not only people, but success as 
well. And it is the little, involved, petty, 
mean self-centered spirit, that draws no 
one to itself, and draws a minimum of sue- 
cess. With this phase you are through— 
you have probed the depths of yourself, 
under Neptune, and under the opposition 
of Neptune and Saturn across your fifth 
and eleventh houses. You have learned 
into what quagmires of woe you can descend 
when you are digging deeper and deeper 
in the soil of yourself; you have learned 
what a lonesome and profitless job that can 
be. BUT out of this you have gained some- 
thing. You have gained a knowledge of 
yourself, of your virtues, and of your faults. 
Now, under Uranus, you are given the op- 
portunity to translate self-knowledge into 
selfless-knowledge—to look out from the 
citadel of yourself upon the world with new 
eyes and with a broader vision . . - and to 
make realities out of all these ideas and 
ideals of yourself that have been, hitherto, 
mainly vision and dreams. 

The action of Uranus is so versatile, that 
it may take effect in any one of a dozen 
directions. Thus if you are in business, it 
can tend to increase your value, your pres- 
tige, and your income; in any case, it is 
likely to have an effect. on income, since 
Taurus is a material sign fundamentally. 
If you are in public life (stage, politics, 
ete.) it can electrically increase your mag- 
netism, your popularity, and your success. 
If you are in the creative arts, your 
fecundity and originality will be dynami- 
cally increased; in fact, you may look for 
sudden recognition and success under this 
vibration which is among the extremely 
beneficial for anything that aims at per- 
sonal recognition. 

While this period (May 1935-August 
1936) will bring the Uranian vibration to 
bear on all Taureans except those born 
from May 14-21, it may be well to include 
the table (reprinted with corrections from 
American Astrology of May, 1935) which 
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shows when you will feel this Uranian ray 
most strongly in the next six years.

REGARDLESS OF THIS TABLE, how- 
ever, which is merely a table of culminat- 
ing influence, ALL TAUREANS should 
take the year 1936-7 as a spring board to 
a new life, a life of fuller expression, of 
expanding ideas, of greater love, and of 
greater success, for here The Great Awak- 
ener brings you your best self, to be used 
and developed for your greatest success, and 
your greatest happiness. 


SATURN IN Pisces—Your SOLAR 
ELEVENTH HOUSE 


This position has been dealt with in con- 
nection with Neptune, but its significance 
per se deserves a word of its own. This 
position of Saturn presages the transit of 
Saturn on your Sun, which occurs in about 
four years, and which, when it occurs, will 
bring you the development, in full, of some 
deeply felt desire, some ambition, some per- 
sonal wish that impinges directly on the 
material success and recognition you so 
greatly desire. Saturn now in your elev- 
enth house of desires and ambitions gives 
you a chance to formulate definitely your 
desires; to start work toward the goal at 
which you hope to arrive; and to “dig in” 
for the years of work which, under the in- 
spiration of Uranus, should fly swiftly and 
satisfactorily. Do not expect results here, 
except what we may call preliminary re- 
sults—expect, and welcome, work; be sure 
it is in the right direction, and go ahead 
with the faith that work done here will lay 
strong foundations for success later. You 
are helped here by strong friends, power- 
fully active associates—and by your own 
inspiration and vision. So long as your 
eyes are turned outward, toward the world, 
and toward your ambition—so long as you 
refuse to look inward toward the emotional 
muddle that you can so easily get involved 
in—your progress and success are assured.

Use Saturn to define your 
aims; use Uranus to speed their accomplish- 
ment, as he speeds up all your intellectual 
powers, and all your powers of understand- 
ing and _ expressiveness. Fight down 
Saturn’s slight tendency to lethargy and 
day-dreaming; overcome the inertia that is 
somewhat present now .. . and respond to 
the stimulus of Uranus, which is steadied 
marvelously, and made effective, by the 
presence of the constructive Saturn in a 
place where he defines your aims, and makes 
you strong in their pursuit. 


JUPITER IN SAGITTARIUS—YOUR SOLAR 
EIGHTH HOUSE, TILL DEc. 2, 1936 


This is a somewhat unimportant posi- 
tion, but it ought to mean that your busi- 
ness or marriage partner is having some 
material success through which you profit. 
If you expect any legacy, this is a year in 
which you may reasonably hope to get it. 
If any unearned increment is coming your 
way, you will not fail to collect it, under 
this influence. Do not depend on “luck” 
under this . .. but take what comes your 
way, gratefully, and with due humility. 


JUPITER IN CAPRICORN—YOUR SOLAR 
NINTH House, AFTER DEC. 2, 1936 


This position of Jupiter, trine your Sun 
from your ninth house, has a beneficial ac- 
tion on your progress, good name, prestige.

If you are in literary or pub- 
lishing work, this increases your chances 
of selling your product; if in professional 
or business pursuits, it increases your in- 
come and advances your good name. It is 
for all matters mildly beneficial, strength- 
ening your vitality and your health, as well 
as your financial position, according to the 
development of your life and your career 
as indicated under Neptune, Uranus and 
Saturn. 

MARS 


Mars completes the transit of Taurus 
(May 1-13) when you are launched on & 
new venture of some kind. Be sure that, 
as he transits your Solar first house, in 
these two weeks, you do not go in for some- 
thing too hot-headedly. Avoid quarrels, 
disputes, arguments, and strife... and 
above all avoid starting things which you 
will not be able to finish. ... For at the 
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end of the year Mars reaches a static posi- 
tion opposite your Sun, and whatever is 
started here is put strongly to the test 
then. Be sure that it is well grounded, 
and can stand a severe test later. Protect 
your health from excesses; and plan all the 
courses of your life carefully, and with a 
weather eye for the future. As he transits 
your second house (May 14-June 25) keep 
a strict watch on finances; rash speculative 
ventures will be tempting here, urged by 
friends and muddled socialites who have 
quite an influence on you.

275. The difference between apparent and 
mean time is called the Equation of Time; 
by this quantity, the conversion from one to 
the other of these times may be made... . 

I have had enough practical experience 
at sea to know that one cannot navigate by 
mean time, and I believe that there should 
be just as accurate construction of charts 
as a navigator computes a sight. In any 
event if you can enlighten me on the sub- 
ject or refer me to some text which would 
clear the matter, I would greatly appreciate 
the kindness. 

None of the authors I have studied treat 
on the subject. There must be a higher 
degree of accuracy in censtructing charts 
than the method we now use.

Answer: You are quite correct in your 
observations re the accuracy, or rather lack 
of it, in astrological deductions, and also 
think you are quite correct in theory as to 
proper cause of this. There is much research 
to be done before astrology can be properly 
classified as an exact science. 

The American Ephemeris, which appears 
in our magazine, is calculated for Eastern 
Standard Time, which is the Local Mean 
Time of Philadelphia, Pa. Philadelphia 
being situated exactly on the 75th meridian. 
In our American Ephemeris there is further 
given an equation of time which limits the 
inaccuracy which you mention in connection 
with Raphael’s Ephemeris. I agree with 
you that a consideration of this equation is 
absolutely necessary in order to erect a 
chart correctly. 

Mean Time.—To avoid the irregularity 
of time caused by the want of uniformity 
in the sun’s motion, a fictitious sun, called 
the MEAN Sun, is supposed to move in the 
equinoctial with a uniform eastward veloc- 
ity that equals the mean velocity of the true 
sun in the ecliptic; so that the right ascen- 
sion of the mean sun is equal to the mean 
celestial longitude of the true sun, it being 
understood that the difference between the 
true and mean celestial longitudes is zero 
at perihelion. The mean celestial longi- 
tude of the true sun is that which the sun 
would have if it moved uniformly in its path 
completing its annual course in exactly the 
same time as the actual sun makes the cir- 
cuit of the ecliptic. 

Mean Time lapses uniformly; at certain 
times it agrees with apparent time, while 
sometimes it is behind, and at other times in 
advance of it, to the extent of about 16 
minutes. It is this time that is measured 


by the clocks in ordinary use, and to this 
the chronometers used by navigations are 
regulated. 

Mean Time cannot, of course, be deter. 
mined by direct observation, but may be de- 
termined indirectly by correcting observa- 
tions of the sun for the equation of time, 
or by converting to mean time sidereal time 
determined by observations of stars.

run above normal. Pisces and Virgo are 
the only two signs opposite to each other 
that run below normal. In all other cases 
where a sign is above normal, the sign at 
the opposite end is below normal. The signs 
of the Zodiac.are designated on the inside 
margin. For the benefit of those unfamiliar 
with the dates when the Sun changes from 
one sign to the next, these dates are in- 
cluded in the outside margin. These dates, 
of course, are average, for the Sun does 
not enter a sign each year on the exact same 
day. 

Next month we will divide the surgeons 
from other physicians and present these 
figures separately. For the benefit of those 
interested in seeing just how these 6877 
physicians were divided into the 360 de 
grees of the circle, we present the following 
table containing that information.
